strike” designed by “economic 
Tories” to prevent progressive legis- 
lation at the coming session of 
Congress and to “cut the budget. 
This, the resolution said, would fur- 
ther retard progress, deprive mil- 
lions of workers of their jobs, and 
throw hundreds of thousands of 
P W A and W P A workers out of 
their jobs. 
Steel production nationally has 
been dropping for two months, and 
manufacturers have attributed the 
decline to lack of orders and de- 
creases in backlogs of unfilled or- 
ders accumulated early in the year. 
St. Louis electrical manufacturers 
have said the current unemploy- 
ment in their industry results from 
seasonal conditions and the reluct- 
ance of buyers to place new orders 
because of the genera] decline in 
business.

“It is our belief,” the resolution

Said Not to Have Been Armed. 

The man later was identified at 
the home office as Stanley Storey 
who escaped Sept. 21 from the Cane 
Hill Asylum in Surrey. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, Home Secre- 
tary, told the House of Commons 
that Storey had no intention of at- 


and that he was unarmed. He 
said the man was suffering from 
delusions and that he would not 
be prosecuted. Sir Samuel said 
Storey, 43 years old, had made a 
disturbance in the gallery of the 
House of Commons last Jan. 27 and 
might be recommitted to an 
asylum. 

Today’s incident took place almost 
as close to the monarch as it was 
possible for any one in the dense 
crowd to reach.. The man shoved 
his way through the packed ranks 
of the naval guard at the end of 
30 seconds of silence, shouting as 
he advanced. 

' ‘Boos from Crowd. 
Several’ subdued boos from the 
crowd addedeto the disturbance, and 
when the horse guards’ gun boomed 
the end of the two-minute period 
there were cries from the throng— 
“Kill him! Kill him!” 

Then the national anthem swelled 
from the throng, drowning further 
disorder. 

Additional police rushed up sur- 
rounded the aisturber and kept the 
crowd at a distance. Police hus- 
tled their captive into a Downing 
Street ambulance station. 

Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain and members of the Cabinet 
were standing with their backs to 
the disturber, only three yards 
away, when police brought him 
down. The King, in army service 
uniform, was about seven yards 
away. 

Neither gave the slightest sign 
they noticed the disturber, although 
the man seemed to be making a 
direct line for the monarch. 
Sailors of the guard were at at- 
tention when the man dashed 
through their ranks. They did not 
see him until he had penetrated 
their lines, and then two policemen 
grappled with him. 

The intruder went down shout- 
ing, but police quickiy clapped 
their hands to his mouth. The of- 
ficers held him onthe ground there 
until the two minutes were up.

Envoys of U. S., Britain, France 
and China at Brussels Confer- 
ence Reach No Decision.

DICTATOR VARGAS 

GETS SUPPORT OF 
BRAZILIAN ARMY

were taken by regional military 
commanders, 
Vargas, in whose hands thus was 
concentrated more power than ex- 
ercised in Brazil since the Braganza 
emperors two generations ago, de- 
clared that party government, as 
under the old constitution, in- 
creased the “sombre likelihood of 
the class struggle.” 
The new constitution provides that 
the incumbent president continue 
until a plebiscite be held at his dis- 
cretion. Then “if the plebiscite 
be favorable to the constitution,” 
the President’s term would end. No 
provision is made for an unfavor- 
able vote. Meanwhile, Vargas 
would rule by decree. 
Centralization of Power. 
The new constitution reserves to 
the chief executive the right in 
principle to initiate legislation and 
expressly forbids either the Cham- 
ber of Deputies or the Federal 
Council in the bicameral legisla- 
ture—for which it provides—from 
initiating financial bills. 
The body would be elected half 
by workers’ syndicates and half by 
employers’ groups, such as commer- 
cial, industrial and professional as- 
sociations. 
It is provided that the president 
may run for re-election as many 
times as he chooses and he is ex- 
pressly authorized to designate the 
candidate to succeed him if the 
candidate chosen by a_ carefully 
constituted electoral college does 
not suit him. Under the old con- 
stitution Vargas could not have 
been re-elected. 


Gives Reason for Action, 


The President said the 1934 con- 
stition was “based on classic moulds 
of liberalism” but showed “regret- 
table failings” and was “aimed at a 
reality that no longer existed.” 

“In these circumstances the ca- 
pacity of the regime to resist dis- 
integration disappears and _ the 
peaceful dispute at the polls is 
transferred to the field of aggres- 
sive turbulence and clashes of 
arms,” the President said. 

He spoke of “new party forms 
rising throughout the world” which, 
he said, “endanger our instiutions, 
requiring urgent reinforcement of 
central government.” 

Vargas touched on the problem 
presented by Jose Antonio Flores 
da Cunha, who, before he was de- 
posed as Governor of Rio Grande 
do Sul, was master of a private 
army thought to number 30,000. 
Flores da Cunha had been the chief 
supporter of De Salles Oliveiria 
whose presidential candidacy Var- 
gas called a “timid attempt” at 
democracy. 

Referring to the part Flores da 
Cunha played in the presidential 
race, now definitely ended, Vargas 
said “the electoral preparations 
were replaced in certain states by 
military preparations which caused 
graver damage than the nation al- 
ready had suffered because of the 
uncertainty and instability created 
by factious agitation.” 


Campos Chief Collaborator, 


‘Promulgation of the new consti- 
tution was announced in the morn- 
ing by Campos after a meeting at 
the presidential palace. Campos, 
chief collaborator in drafting the 
document, was sworn in only Tues- 
day to fill the key post in the Var- 
gas cabinet. 

Campos first came into national 
prominence after the revolt of 1930, 
which was headed by Vargas. At 
that time he organized the “Octo- 
ber Legion,” a khaki shirt move- 
ment to “safeguard principles of 
the revolution.” 

Campos, in an interview, pointed 
to the consultative council on 
national economy as the most 
striking feature of the new consti- 
tution. 

He said by requiring members 
to “have shown technical fitness in 
some branch of the nation’s eco- 
nomic life” that Brazil was “trying 
to avoid the abusive nature of pres 
ent economic bureaus by centraliz- 
ing responsibility on the workers 
and producers.” 


How Federal Power Gradually Has 
Been Extended in Brazil. 


BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 11.—The 
Buenos Aires Herald, an English 
language newspaper, in an editorial 
on Brazil says today: “Under the 
guise of suppressing Communism— 
which never had a footing in Brazil 
—every decent liberal has been per- 
secuted or jailed. And now a pup- 
pet Congress has fallen under the 
ban of a dictator who a year or 


two ago was so filled with liberal 
traditions that he headed a move- 


ment to overthrow the ‘reactionary’ 
regime of Washington Luiz. He is 
a South American Mussolini with- 
out the frills.” — 
The old loose Brazilian system 
caused politics to hinge on com- 
binations of leaders of the larger 
states and no national parties ex- 
isted. The 1930 revolution of lib- 
erals brought into existence the 
first nation-wide political organiza- 
tion. 
Since then Federal power has 
been gradually strengthened, the 
old interstate tariff walls abolished 
and the militray power of the vari- 
ous states thoroughly clipped. 
Each state formerly had power- 
ful armies, and some air forces. 
Vargas’ administration ended that, 
the last state to succumb being 
Rio Grande Do Sul whose state 
president recently resigned and fled 
to Uruguay. 
Vargas’ opponents, including re- 
cent exiles who reached Uruguay 
and Argentina, declared his motive 
was to continue his personal rule, 
but the president’s backers assert 
his objective is a stronger Brazil 
and abolition of the old loose sys- 
tem which enable political bosses 
to maneuver advantages to their 
respective regions. 
The Brazilian executive has 
joined South America’s grow- 
ing list of rulers with dictatorial 
powers, & roll that includes the pro- 
visional presidents of Bolivia, 
Paraguay, and Ecuador. In addi- 
tion, the presidents of Peru and 
Venezuela hold virtually similar 
authority, though both have nom- 
inally functioning legislatures. 
During the past year Brazil has 
gone through numerous internal 
disorders. During most of the time 
since March, 1934, a state of war 
has been in effect. On Oct. 2 
President Vargas declared a state 
of war for 90 days to combat the 
spread of Communism. (A Senate 
minority bitterly fought the action, 
charging the president was becom- 
ing the instrument of an eventual) 
military dictatorship and contend- 
ing the emergency powers were not 
necessary. 
London Speculates on Possible 
Brazilian Link With Fascists. 
LONDON, Nov. 11.—British news- 
papers carried long reports today 
on the change in Brazil and spec- 
ulated on whether Brazil would join 
the anti-comintern agreement. 
The London Daily Telegraph said 
it could “hardly be a coincidence 
that Signor Gayda, mouthpiece of 
Il Duce, especially picked out Bra- 
zil in an article published last Sun- 
day, as a South American country 
ripe for joining the ‘anti-Commu- 
nist front.’ 
The Telegra;h’s editorial added: 
“Moreover, the long established 
penetration of Brazil by German 
and Italian emigrants has in recent 
years shown signs of rival pene- 
tration by Japanese interests. ... 
“It is no wonder that anxieties 
are aroused in the United States, 
mindful of the Monroe Doctrine, 
and in this country which has im- 
portant investments in Brazil, re- 
garding any working arrangements 
which may be come to between 
Brazil and European Fascist 
states.” 


HOW VARGAS ROSE 
TO POWER IN BRAZIL 


Led Revolt in 1930 and After 
Becoming President Put 
Reforms Into Effect. 


Getulio Dornelles Vargas, who 
has set up a dictatorial government 
in Brazil, was born in the State of 
Rio Grande do Sul and, eventually 


became its Governor. Holding the 
administration of the republic to 
be corrupt, he stood for the presi- 
dency as a liberal in March, 1930, 
but was defeated. Meanwhile, the 
slump in the coffee trade had af- 
fected all classes and created hos- 
tility to President Luiz. On Oct. 
4, backed by Gen. Tavora, Vargas 
revolted against the central govern- 
ment and was proclaimed Presi- 
dent. He promised reforms cover- 
ing taxation, agriculture and the 
individual, railway and road con- 
struction and state expenditures. 

In March, 1932, he revoked the 
military rule under which he had 
kept Brazil since his accession to 
power. At first his measures were 
sucessful. He balanced the budget 
and even secured a surplus, but 
the world economic crisis pressed 
more and more heavily on the coun- 
try. The Government had to buy 
coffee in order to destroy it. Var- 
gas had kept up the value of the 
currency to meet external obliga- 
tions without embarrassing the 
budget, but this adversely affected 
the coffee exporters of Sao Paulo. 
The resulting unrest, despite a mor- 
atorium on trade debts, led to ris- 
ings. Most of these were crushed 
after heavy fighting, but Sao Paulo 
helc out until 1933, when a settle 
ment was reached. 

Got 75 Per Cent of Votes. 


In July, 1934, Parliament passed 
the new Federal Constitution pro- 
posed by Vargas, who was returned 
as President, obtaining 75 per cent 
of the votes cast. Serious Com- 
munist rising broke out in Novem- 
ber, 1935. Vargas declared martial 
law and the revolt was crushed by 
the army, navy and air force 

After it was put down, the Vargas 
administration obtained amend- 
ments to the Constitution suspend- 
ing civil rights and placing the 
country under a state of war. Many 
radicals, described as Communists, 
were arrested, and even members 
of Congress had to appear before 
special tribunals. 

On June 19, 1937, the state of 
war was lifted and the courts im- 
mediately released hundreds of po- 
litical prisoners on the ground that 
there was no proof that they had 
associated with Communists. 

On Oct. 2, however, the Presi- 
dent, declared that it was aimed 
to “nullify Communist propaganda 
in Brazil,” clamped down another 
three-month state of war on the 
eve of the presidential elections, 
scheduled to be held Jan. 3, 1938.

Catalonians Report Capture 
of Two Positions in Tac- 
tics to Prevent Massing 
of Troops. ,

HENDAYE, French-Spanish 
Border, Nov. 11,—Cataloniahk mili- 
tiamen were reported by Spanish 
Government sources toc .y to have 
broken through the insurgent line 
in northern Aragon. Government 
troops were said to have captured 
two positions near Sabinanigo. 

The action was described as one 
of a series of separated attacks 
similar to the dynamiting of a rail- 
road bridge deep within insurgent 
territory in this northeastern war 
area. The railroad was a supply 
line between Sabinanigo and Jaca. 

The foray was cited as evidence 
of the Government’s harrasing tac- 
tics to prevent the massing of 
troops for a major offensive against 
Catalonia. 

The insurgent communique _to- 
day acknowledged Government as- 
saults at several points, but de- 
clared all were repulsed. 

Dispatches from Port Bou, a 
Mediterranean town just south of 
the French frontier, said an insur- 
gent plane dropped _ explosives 
around the Port Bou railroad sta- 
tion last night but only slight dam- 
age was reported. 


NEW YORK TIMES ACCUSED 
BY GUILD BEFORENL RB 


Charged With Interference With 
Organization of Workers in Dis- 
charging Union Officer.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The New 
York Newspaper Guild announced 
last night that it had filed a com- 
plaint with the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, charging the New 
York Times with coercion and in- 
terference with the organization of 
employes, especially in discharging 
Leonard Goldsmith, ex-president of 
the newspaper office guild and 
leading organizer in the commer- 
cial departments of the Times. 

The announcement said: “The 
Newspaper Guild of New York re- 
gards the action of the Times in 
discharging Mr. Goldsmith during 
negotiations for a contract cover- 
ing editorial employes ‘as a direct 
challenge to the right of Guild to 
press for its legitimate aims under 
the Wagner Act.” 


Denying that the state of war had 
been proclaimed to prevent. the 
elections, Vargas said Reds in Bra- 
zil worked secretly through under- 
ground agitation, so that unusual 
means had to be used againsé them. 

Senate Minority Fought Him. 

A minority in the Senate bitterly 
fought the President’s action, as- 
serting that the menace of Com- 
mynism was not great enough to 
warrant a state of war and charg- 
ing that Vargas was becoming the 
instrument of an eventual] military 
dictatorship. They also said he 
was attacking his political enemies 
rather than the reds. 

As soon as the state of war was 
proclaimed, several radicals who 
had been freed pending appeals 
against sentences for participation 
in the 1935 revolt were ordered re- 
arrested. These included Pedro 
Ernesto Baptista, former Mayor of 
Rio de Janeiro, whose sentence had 
been annulled by the Supreme 
Court, 

Not only were Communists 
rounded up, but the President sent 
Federal intervenors, responsible 


‘|only to him, into many states, tak- 


ing over the duties of the Gover- 
nors. These included Gov. Jose 
Antonio Flores da Cunha of Var- 
gas’ home state of Rio Grande do 
Sul, whose troops were taken away 
from him and who was forced to 
flee the country.

NANKING, ov. 11.—In face of 


the retreat from Shanghai I would 
not want the world to feel that we 
have lost hope. Far from it. We 
understand that the Japanese have 
just added 500 bombing planes of 
the latest model, but soon my air 
force will be supplemented by fast 
fighting bombers of the latest type 
also which can outmaneuver and 
outdistance these latest additions 
to the Japanese air fopce. 

The Japanese fail to realize that 
although my air force is smaller in 
the number of planes, yet many of 
our planes are flown by aviators 
trained by American and European 
experts. Soon my “death and die” 
pilots will be unleashed, They are 
very eager to fly to Tokio and al- 
though I shall issue strict orders 
for them not to bomb the city’s 
non-combatants, Japan will soon 
realize that we are still a factor to 
deal with despite their sublime 
confidence that they have defeat- 
ed us. 

Retreat Planned. 

The Western world should not 
attach great importance to the 
vaunted Japanese victories in 
North China and the occupation of 
Taiyuan (Taiyuanfu), as our army 
in North China is now most effi- 
cient in the Far East and lacks 
only momentarily the necessary 
heavy armaments which will be 
available to them soon. 

Now that the rear guard of our 
army has retreated from Shanghai, 
I can reveal that this has been a 
carefully planned tactic by the 
Chinese high command. The Gen- 
eralissimo and the Government de- 
cided that our occupation of the 
outskirts involved the people in the 
International Settlement and en- 
dangered their lives by shell fire 
and bombing. This might have led 
eventually to the embroilment of 
one or the other Western Powers 
and then a general blow-up and the 
world war in the Far East so long 
planned by the Japanese. 

Now possibly the International 
Settlement is isolated from the war 
front and this means that the in- 
vasion continues only on Chinese 
soil to which the Japanese have no 
shadow of a right or title. The 


Generalissimo and I wish the world 
to know that our retirement from 
Shanghai meant a tremendous sac- 
rifice of Chinese interests and also 
those of other nationals. 


As I write the streets of Nanking 
are congested with hundreds of 
refugees from Shanghai seeking 
new quarters and surcease from 
the bombings and shell fire. It is 
now my task to house my people 
fleeing before Japanese atrocities 
to Nanking and it is a superhuman 
one. By martial law orders we will 
have to send hundreds of these peo-

Happily my convalescense from

BISHOP BARS PRIEST 
IN COUNTERFEIT CASE 


Serbian Orthodox Church Sus- 
pends Father Balaban 
Pending Trial. 


Suspension of the Rev. Sophrony 
Balaban, held by Federal authori- 
ties as a leader in a counterfeiting 
ring, was announced today by 
Bishop Zivoin Ristanovich, admin<- 
istrator of the Serbian LTEastern 
Orthodox diocese of the United 
States and Canada. 

Bishop Ristanovich came to St. 
Louis yesterday from the headquar- 
ters of the church at Libertyville, 
Ill., near Chicago, and made the an- 
nouncement last night at a meet- 
ing of trustees and the executive 
committee of Holy Trinity Serbian 
Eastern Orthodox Church, 1910 Mc- 
Nair avenue. The parish comniit- 
tee removed Father Balaban as pas- 
tor last Sunday. 

It was explained by Bishop Ris- 
tanovich that Father Balaban had 
not been unfrocked but that church 
law required that he be suspended 
until the court had tried him. 
To parishioners who had been 
attempting to obtain Father Bala- 
ban’s release by arranging a $40,000 
bond, the Bishop made it clear that 
he would be unable to continue as 
pastor even though released pend- 
ing trial. 

“Keep faith, remain quiet and 
pray for a just ending of this 
shocking and disturbing occur- 
rence,” Bishop Ristanovich told the 
lay leaders. 

He conferred with Federal au- 
thorities to inform himself of the 
precise charges against the priest 
and visited the prisoner at the Fed- 
eral Building, where he had been 
taken from the City Jail for ques- 
tioning. 

The administration of the Ser 
bian parish, the Bishop said, would 
be placed in the hands of the Rev.

to reach Gen. Johnson before his 
arrival in the studios just before 
his broadcast, when he was in- 
formed that his subject was not 
acceptable under its policies; leav- 
ing him no time to prepare another 
subject. 

“The policy of the NBC has been 
established after consultation with 
reputable physicians, who have ad- 
mitted themselves at a loss as to 
how to discuss the topic of social 
diseases before an audience com- 
pa of children, adolescents and 
adults. 


“The NBC is in entire sympathy 
with the war on social diseases, 
but has not yet found a way for 
radio to contribute to this cam- 
paign without seriously embarrass- 


‘jing the family group.” 


Gen. Johnson’s Rejoinder. 

Answering the statement, John- 
son said he had never been in- 
formed by the broadcasting com- 
pany “of any such policy as this. 
In fact, it had been my under- 
standing that after some difficulty 
in a broadcast of Surgeon-General 
Parran, the policy had . been 
changed. 

“T know it had been changed in 
respect with nearly every reputable 
newspaper and magazine in the 
country.” . 

Johnson said: “... It is not true 
that it was impossible to reach me 
in a space of at least an hour and 
a half during which my script was 
in the hands of the company. I was 
constantly in my hotel room and 
the hotel operators were instructed 
to relay any call from the company. 
At least two calls from company of- 
ficials were received during that 
time.” 

Johnson’s script dealt with two 
diseases he described as “public ene- 
mies Nos. 1 and 2.” 

“They do as much harm as all 
our criminals combined,” he said. 
“They are particularly vicious be- 
cause their favorite victims are in- 
nocent women and children in 
Sn 6 5 

He urged “simple medical exami- 
nation” as a means of fighting the 
diseases, praised Parran, and 
finished: “How can any decent per- 
son neglect this crusade?” 


COLOMBIA SUSPENDS LICENSE 
TO DEAL IN FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


Brokers Decree Strike; Government 
May Seek Emergency Finan- 
cial Powers. 

BOGOTA, Colombia, Nov. 11.-— 
The exchange control board today 
suspended licenses for dealing in 
foreign exchange.

PRISON FOR WOMAN 
WHO STOLE FOR BOSS 


Cashier Embezzled $11,000 
for Store Manager—She 
Gets 5 Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 11 — 
Helen Nowakowski, 24 years old, 
was sentenced to 5 to 8 years in the 
women’s reformatory yesterday for 
the embezzlement of $11,700 from 
a department store. where she 
worked as a cashier four years ago. 
In the four years since she di- 
verted the money to give it to Ju- 
lius Hertzberg, 49, the manager of 
the store, the woman, Hertzberg 


and his wife fled from the police 
as far as Honolulu, engaged in a 
business adventure in.Texas, which 
ended in a bankruptcy, and a fraud 
which sent Hertzberg to Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary for five years 
and Mrs. Hertzberg to an 18-month 
sentence in the Federal Women’s 
Industrial School in West Virginia. 
Romance Failed to Develop. 

Even the romance for which she 
had made the sacrifice failed to 
develop, Miss Nowakowski _ said, 
for, instead of the divorce Mrs. 
Hertzberg was to get, she was con- 
stantly with her husband, handled 
the embezzled money and what was 
to have been an elopement and 
honeymoon turned into a flight by 
the three from the law and justice. 
Before the sentence was imposed 
by Judge Max W. Nohl, Miss Nowa- 
kowski read a long statement of 
confession. $She had made a mis- 
take, she said; and she was ready 
to pay the penalty. 

She said Hertzberg induced her to 
falsify deposit slips during a sale 
and turn the $11,700 over to him, 
He was going to give $4000 of the 
money to his wife in order to soften 
the blow of abandoning her, the 
statement said. 

Wife Went With Them. 

Instead of that, the wife went 
with them. She was with her hus- 
band when Miss Nowakowski 
joined him in Texas, where they 
started a chain of department 
stores and later went into the bank- 
ruptcy which led to their arrest in 
Honolulu by Department of Justice 
agents. It was on the fraudulent 
bankruptcy charges the Hertzbergs 
were sentenced. 

“He asked me whether I loved 
him enough to do everything he 
wanted me to,” the statement read. 
“I told him I loved him very much 
and was sure my love would stan 
the test.” : 
He devised the plan for holding 
out the receipts of the sale, the girl 
said, but when she went to meet 
him to deliver a package of wrap- 
ped bills it was Mrs. Hertzberg who 
met her.

LAST GOVERNMENT WITNESS 
HEARD IN OIL FIRMS’ TRIAL 


Accountant Submits, itn Price-Fix- 
ing Case, List of Their Purchases 
From Small Refineries. 

MADISON, Wis., Nov. 11.— The 
Government concluded direct ques- 
tioning of its final witness, a Fed- 
eral accountant, today in its gaso- 
line price-fixing case against 23 oil 
companies, three trade journals and 
46 individuals. 

W. J. Miller of Philadelphia, ac- 
countant for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, presented a series of 
tabulations purporting to show 
major oil companies’ purchases of 
gasoline from small independent re- 
fineries in 1935 and 1936. The Gov- 
ernment alleges such purchases 
were made at artificially raised 
prices as part of an illegal scheme 
to raise the price to jobbers and 
consumers. 

Miller testified his compilation 
listed more than 20,000 purchases 
by major companies. 

The typewritten record in the 
case to date is nearly 5000 pages 
and 751 exhibits have been intro- 
duced. 


MAN AND WIFE ARRESTED 
ON MANN ACT CHARGE 


Mr. and Mrs. G. W. Thornburg De- 
tained on Detroit Warrant Un- 
der $5000 Bond. 


Guy Walter Thornburg, a night 
club entertainer, and his wife, Mrs.

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Dr. Shapley Takes Audience on Trip 
100,000,000 Light Years in Space 


Using Lantern Slides, Harvard Observatory 
Director Tells of Discovery of Galaxies, 
300,000 Found in Census of Skies. 


Dr. Harlow Shapley, director of 
Harvard Observatory and a native 
Missourian whose studies of vari- 
able stars have enabled calculations 
of stellar distances and resulted in 
new conceptions of the size of the 
universe, took an audience which 
filled the darkened Soldan High 
School auditorium last night on a 
vicarious journey, through lantern 
slides, 100,000,000 light years out in 
space into the outer metagalaxy and 
back to earth again. 

He told of the discovery of more 
than 300,000 galaxies in distant 
space during the “census of the 
skies” begun more than 10 years 
ago at the Harvard Observatory 
station near Bloemfontein, South 
Africa, and of the probability that 
the number would be doubled be- 
fore completion of the survey five 
or 10 years hence. Beyond, per- 
haps, lie millions of galaxies too far 
for recording on.even the most sen- 
sitive telescopic plate. 

Before the census was begun only 
about 30,000 galaxies were Known. 
A galaxy is a “milky way” contain- 
ing a billion or so stars. “We'll be 
conservative for Harvard and make 
it a billion,” said Dr. Shapley. Our 
world is a small part of a small so- 
lar system, which in turn is a small 
part of a local star cloud in our 
home galaxy, our own “milky way,” 
he explained. And our home galaxy 
is part of a super-galaxy. 

Census to Answer Questions. 

The completed census will lay the 
foundation for future research, 
“perhaps enabling our . grandchil- 
dren to answer some of the ques- 
tions in our minds today,” Dr. Shap- 
ley said. In addition, he said, it 
would enable reasonably accurate 
estimates of stellar distances and 
enlighten us as to the density and 
distribution of matter in space, so 
that we may be able to learn more 
about our position in the scheme of 
things. 

Beginning with lantern _ slides 
showing members of our solar sys- 
tem, Dr. Shapley passed quickly 
to photographs of galaxies, remark- 
ing that after all the earth and 
moon were “deadish bodies,” not 
particularly important—‘“except,” 
he added with a chuckle, “that the 
earth is a good place for astrono- 
mers to set up their instruments.” 

As he showed photographs of our 
own “milky way," or home galaxy, 
Dr. Shapley likened it to a ham 
sandwich—“ham on a bun”—with 
mankind inside looking toward the 
him; This great aggregation of stars 
appeared to us as a trail of cloudy 
light, he explained, because we have 
a depth to look through. Observa- 
tion through the flattened sides of 
the “bun,” he went on, would not 


| give the milky appearance because 


of the Tesser density of matter. 
“A Neighbor to Our System.” 
Moving on from the home galaxy, 
“not much more than 100,0000 light 
years across at its greatest width.” 
Dr. Shapley took his audience, by 
photographs, to the large cloud of 
Magellan, then the small Magellanic 
cloud, “a near neighbor at the edge 
of our system, only about 100,000 
light years away. A light year is 
the distance light travels in one 
year at its speed of about 186,000 
miles a second. | 
Then he went on to external ga- 
laxies. Generally these are not 
as populous as a home galaxy, he 
said, since they contain usually 
about one billion stars as against 
one hundred thousand million in 
the local galaxy. 
On he went into space, showing 
photographs of galaxies more than 
100,000,000 light years away. They 
appeared as tiny blurs of light, lens- 
shaped or wheel-shaped. Studies by 
Harvard Observatory, he said, 
seemed to indicate substantiation of 
the modern theory of an expanding 
universe, that is that galaxies are 
receding from one another. 
Exhibiting a lantern slide densely 
dotted with points of light, each 
one representing a galaxy, Dr. Shap- 
ley said it was part of one of the 
most remarkable astronomical pho- 
tographs ever made. The original 
plate, he declared, showed about 
4500 new galaxies, all more than 
100,000,000 light years distant. 
Census in Seven Zones. 
In summary, he said the sky cen- 
Sus was being made in seven zones 
—meteors, the solar neighborhood, 
extending several hundred light 
years; the local star cloud, several 
thousand light years; the home 
galaxy, possibly 100,000 light ycars; 
the local super-galaxy (Milky Way, 
Magellanic clouds and _ other 
groups), perhaps 1,000,000 light 
years; the inner metagalaxy, out as 
far as 10,000,000 light years; the 
other metagalaxy, at the bounds of 
distance measurable with existing

Auliffe, who retired unbeaten after holding 


championship for twelve years. 


McAuliffe recently died at the 
age of 71—which is one over the 
alloted span, even for men of less 
violent pursuits. Furthermore, 
despite the fact that he came up 
through the early days of the 
ring when bareknuckles and skin 
tight glove fights were still the 
vogue, and that he fought sev- 
eral long battles, one of 74 
rounds, he never even approxi- 
mated being a punch drunk. [In 
fact he turned out to be a rather 
exceptional sort of fellow men- 
tally and even late in life was a 
writer and commentator whose 
opinion on fights was widely 
sought. 

He had many hard fights 
against the best men of his day 
and that he emerged unscathed 
by punishment is one of the re- 


markable features of his career. — 


Looking over the life stories 
of McdAuliffe’s contemporaries, 
you may be surprised to note 
how many heroes of those hard 
fighting days survived to ripe old 
ages. The term “punch drunk” 
was practically unknown, then.

Did They Lack a Punch? 


HE explanation’is conjectural. 

One might be that fighters 
of earlier days devoted more time 
to avoiding blows than is the 
practice today. Defense was 
stressed and this emphasis on 
defense also minimized attack. 

Another factor may have been 
that in the bareknuckle days 
fighters could not land heavy 
punches with untaped and un- 
gloved hands without disabling 
their “mauleys.” Skintight gloves 
helped some, but even so, blows 
were designed to cut and bruise 
rather than to completely knock 
out a foe. 

As practically all early fights 
were to a finish, there was lit- 
tle of the mad glove-throwing and 
furious fighting that prevail to- 
day, because there was plenty of 
time and no hurry to do the trick 
within a time limit. Men remained 
fresher and when beaten, it fre- 
quently was due to exhaustion of 
the muscles rather than to heavy 
punishment endured, 

Then too, old time fighters 
trained harder and more faith- 
fully than today.

Boxers Lived Longer, Then. 


ANY of the fighters who 

came up into ring fame 
the hard way lived to advanced 
years. Jem Mace, one of the 
world’s most famous fighters and 
one of the most scientific of all 
the old boxers, was in the eighties 
when he died. 

Our own Bill Clark, the “Bel- 
fast Chicken,” who came up in 
the rough schoo! of an English 
boxing booth, was almost ninety 
when he passed out here some 
years ago. 

Tom Allen, world title claimant 
back in the sixties and whose 
fame prowess helped make St. 
Louis a leading boxing center of 
the country 70 years ago, retired 
and operated his saloon, “Cham- 
pion’s Rest,” until he died in 
1904, at the age of 65—not bad 
for a man who topped a fighting 
career by conducting a dramshop. 

The lesson perhaps to be 
learned from the ancients of the 
ring is that finish fights were 
less brutal than limit battles; and 
that emphasis on defense today 
might save a lot of fighters from 
finishing up me paper-doll cutters.

When Sharpe Fought McAuliffe 


M:. AULIFFE never experi- 
enced defeat in his profes- 
sional career, but he suffered the 


the lightweight 


surprise of his life and was 
credited with just a draw, in one 
of his bouts held in St. Louis. 
His opponent was Harry 
Sharpe, who only a few months 
previously had fought the famous 
77-round battle with Frank Cros- 
by, winning by a knockout. In 
response to questions Sharpe told 
us the story of that meeting. 
Substantially it was as follows: 
In 1893 McAuliffe was touring 
the country meeting all comers 
under the auspices of Otto Floto, 
Denver sports editor and part 
owner of the Sells-Floto circus. 


McAuliffe was booked at the 
old Standard Theater and one of 
the first men to face McAuliffe 
was Charley Daly, of the then 
famous Daly brothers. 

Charley, not in shape and not 
young, was treated very roughly 
by McAuliffe and after three 
rounds walked to the ropes and 
apologized to the packed house, 
saying that he thought the bout 
was booked as an exhibition, not 
a fight, and that he was not in 
condition to do himself justice 
against McAuliffe. 


Tried to Get Sharpe’s Goat. 


*® ALY took a great interest 

in me and taught me a lot 
about boxing,” Sharpe related. 
“He persuaded me to accept the 
offer of McAuliffe to give $35 to 
any boxer who could stay four 
rounds with him. Charley thought 
I could do it. 

“For some reason, possibly be- 
cause McAuliffe thought there 
was a hen on,.he increased the 
number of rounds to six. I re- 
fused to accept the change until 
they raised the ante to $75. 


“We finally reached an agree- 
ment'on this. The theater was 
packed. It was the largest in St. 
Louis, at that time, seating 
around 2400. Mvory seat was 
taken. 

“The bout took place on the 
stage and I was first in my chair. 
McAuliffe, who was overweight 
from lack of careful training due 
to his long tour, @assed by me 
on the way to his corner. He 
stopped and sneeringly remarked: 
“Well, kid, I'll make it $500 if 
you can hit me one punch in the 
belly tonight.” 


“I guess he was trying a little 
psychology on me, but it didn't 
work. It only determined me to 
do just exactly what he dared 
me to try. 

“I was in great shape and fast 
and McAuliffe wasn’t getting to 
me in the first round. In the 
second I feinted him wide open 
and landed right in the pantry-- 
a hot one. 

“Oh, so you’re one of them 
fresh kids, are you?’ McAuliffe 
sneered, and he sailed into me 
and tried to finish me. I was 
going away from him, but was 
halted when I backed into a 
piece of scenery. Then he nailed 
me and cut my lip. It bled free- 
ly, but didn’t bother me. 


“I was patched up between 
rounds and then I put on full 
steam. McAuliffe already was puf- 
fing. I had condition on him. I 
not only lasted the six rounds, but 
the referee called the bout a 
draw. That’s the worst a cham- 
pion could get from a referee if 
the titleholder was on his feet. 

“After the bout Otto Floto 
came over and handed me the 
$75. ‘You earned it, Sharpe—you 
put up a fine fight.’” 

And that gave Daly and Sharpe

Cornell Adopts 
“Standardized” 
Athletic Code 


By the Associated Press. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Nov. 11.—The so- 
called “ivy colleges” were a step 
nearer standardization of athletic 
principles today with Cornell’s 
adoption of an athletic.code virtual- 
ly duplicating that under which 
Princeton-Harvard-Yale relations 
operate. 

Effective Dec. 1, 1937, the code 
deals with athietic eligibility and 
will maintain Cornell’s long-stand- 
ing barriers against subsidization, 
but will not impose arbitrary re- 
strictions upon scholarship or finan- 
cial aid to undergraduates, 

A new board of athletic policy, 
under the code, has final authority 
on eligibility, except where it in- 
volves academic standing, and will 


supervise all financial aid to ath-|- 


letes. The code bars so-called 
“transfer students” from intercol- 
legiate competition, and frowns up- 
on prep-school proselyting. 

Its principal objective is to keep 
“the spirit and association of pro- 
fessionalism out of college sports 
vithout the unreasonable hampering 
ofy hem by the mere letter of rules.” 

As in the case of the Harvard- 
Princeton-Yale “triple agreement,” 
it limits the football schedule to 
eight games, bars post-season con- 
tests, and stipulates that opponents, 
as far as possible, include only 
those schools with “similar stand- 


ards of eligibility.” q 


The “triple agreement” was first 
entered into by the “big three” 
(Harvard, Princeton, Yale) in 1916. 
It was revised in 1922, supplement- 
ed the following year. Cornell’s 
adoption of what amounts to a du- 
plicate of the agreement brings 
four of the “ivy league” group un- 
der its principles and practices.

Heffelfinger Says His Old Yale 
Eleven Could Give Most Modern 
~ Teams Trouble and Beat’Em, Too 


“Sure,” heartily roared the big, 
iron-grey all-time all-America play- 
er, “the boys are getting better all 
the time. But the team I played on 
from ’88 to ’91 would have given 
any of them a lot of trouble, and 
beaten most of them. We were 
trained better. They didn’t pamper 
us! We used to play an hour every 
afternoon, and I mean play, not 
this scrimmaging stuff. And we 
had two games a week. We were 
always ready.” 

Favors Old Style. 

“For the life of me,” Heffelfin- 
ger, who is now County Commis- 
sioner at Minneapolis, went on, “I 
can’t understand why these modern 
coaches don’t go back to the old 
style of line play.

Ryan was admitted to the hos- 
pital Friday morning, a few hours 
after he was married.

Ryan was reported in a serious 
condition. Physicians declined to 
elaborate on the patient’s condition 
other than to say it was serious. 


Statement by Mrs. Ryan. 


In a formal statement last night, 
Mrs, Ryan said: 

“I don’t understand the publicity 
and the anxiety the press seems to 
have about my marriage to Mr. 
Basil Ryan, We met in my sister’s 
home in Hickory on Tuesday, Nov. 
2, and were married on Thursday, 
Nov. 4, in Morganton, N. C. On 
Friday morning Mr. Spurlock, foot- 
ball coach at Lenoir-Rhyne Col- 
lege, came to our room in Hotel 
Hickory and took Mr. Ryan away. 
Mr. Ryan told me that he would 
be back for me by 11 o'clock. Mr. 
Ryan did not return and I later 
found out thet he had been taken 
by Mr. Spurlock to a Hickory hos 
pital I have visited him daily 
since then in the hospital. 

“T am advised that the press has 
carried reports to the effect that 
Mr. Ryan was drunk at the time 
of the marriage.

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DR. BURRIS JENKINS 
ON PROBLEM OF WAR 


Armistice Day Speaker Says 
There Can’t Be World Con- 
flict Without U. S. in It. 


The Rev. Dr. Burris A. Jenkins, 
pastor of Linwood Boulevard Chris- 
tian Church, Kansag City, delivered 
an Armistice day address at a 
noonday service in Christ Church 
Cathedral today, under the direc- 
tion of the St. Louis Metropolitan 
Church Federation. 

Holding that “there can never be 
another world conflict without us 
in it,” Dr. Jenkins discussed means 
of international action to prevent 
the outbreak of war. After speak- 
ing of the European view that a 
new war is likely, he said: 

“What, practically, can we do to 
prevent such an eventuality? One 
thing seems sure, that it does no 
good to pledge ourselves in advance 
that we will have nothing to do 
with it, if and when it comes, To 
sign a pledge that we will never 
blesg another war nor have a part 
in it, in the present state of this 
world, is to run away from the 
problem. We all hate war; it is 
insanity and we know it; but to 
gay, ‘I will never have anything to 
do with insanity, because I hate 
craziness’ would seem like refusing 
to deal with an important social 
problem. 

Le Also Ineffective, 

“Neither can we legislate our 
way out of the next world conflict. 
No amount of neutrality legislation, 
it would seem, can keep out boots 
out of the mud in the trenches of 
the next world war. We Ameri- 
cans seem to think that all we 
have to do is to pass laws against 
a thing and that puts an end to 
it. Try that on liquor; try it on in- 
sanity; and we get nowhere rapid- 
ly, Now with our neutrality legis- 
lation on the statute books, we find 
ourselves unable to invoke it and 
apply it. Our State Department 
cannot put it into force without 
taking sides with one or another of 
the combatants and incurring the 
enmity of both. 

Furthermore, isolation from the 
affairs of the world cannot keep 
us out of the next. world war. We 
are beginning clearly to see, aft- 
er nearly 20 years of such attempts 
at isolation, that we cannot hold 
ourselves aloof from the rest of 
mankind, We are all in one boat, 
and we must sink or swim tv- 
gether. So far from withdrawing 
from the rest of the world and at- 
tempting to paddle our own canoe 
and leaving the others to ‘stew in 
their own juice,’ it ig manifestly 
our business to try might and main 
to prevent that next world war be- 
fore it breaks over our heads. For 
we might as well get is tlearly 
through our heads that there can 
never be another world conflict 
without us in it. 

“Neither does it do any good to 
hate and denounce any nation or 
any leader, or to arrogate to our- 
selves the right to prescribe for 
any nation its form of government. 
Who are we that we should say 
that either Fascism or Communism 
is a form of government that no 
nation has a right to adopt? We 
can’t help passing moral judgments 
upon the acts of nations; but we 
can help the growth of prejudice 
and hatred in our hearts for whole 
races of people. That we are in 
danger of such growing hatred be- 


ground up, with all that civilization 
means of plain living and high 
thinking, willingness to live on 
moderate means with no extremes 
of wealth or poverty, no swollen 
fortunes and no slums and unem- 
ployment, with a cultivated love 7 
literature, art, music, the finest and 
highest things of life, instead of 
absorption with the material. In 
short, nothing but the Golden Rule 
and the Sermon on the Mount ap- 
plied first among individuals, then 
among classes in a country, then 
among countries themselves, noth-| 
ing less than this must be the long, 
slow path to peace.”

HEARING ON NANING 
OF NEW High SGC 


Central and Southwest Chiefly 
Urged at Board Committee 
Session. 


Traditions of an 84-year-old insti- 
tution and the desire to perpetuate 
them clashed with the local pride 
of a young neighborhood at a pub- 
lic hearing before the Board of 
Education Instruction Committee 
last night on the naming of the 
new $800,000 high school at Kings- 
highway and Arsenal street. 

Alumni of Central High School, 
some of whom attended it in the 
early days at Fifteenth and Olive 
streets, urged the board to call the 
new school Central. More than 
half of the audience of about 100 
men and women in the board as- 
sembly room stood to show they 
favored Central. Other spokesmen 
urged the continuation of the name 
Southwest, the temporary designa- 
tion under which the school was 
opened in September. 


The estate of the late Jacob 
Stocke Sr., brick manufacturer and 
fruit and produce merchant, born 
here in 1845, offered the board $40,- 
000 under his will for the acquisi- 
tion and equipment of an athletic 
field adjoining the school, if the 
school were named for Stocke. The 
offer was presented by James G. 
Blaine, lawyer and Twenty-fourth 
Ward, Republican committeeman. 
Jesse Nessel, 4417 Wilcox avenue, 
also spoke for this name. 


Other speakers ‘ advocated the 
names of Samuel Gompers, labor 
leader; James E. Yeatman, civic 
leader, or William Butler, once 
principal of the old Yeatman High; 
Denton J. Snider, philosopher, writ- 
er and pedagogue, and Richard 
Bartholdt, Congressman. 

No Decision at Present. 


Chairman John J. Sheahan said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that no 
name could be recommended by 
the Instruction Committee until the 
PWA released the building on 
completion of final construction 
details. This release is expected 
soon. Seven of the 12 board mem- 
bers attended the hearing. It was 
apparent that the contest was be- 
tween the two titles, Central and 
Southwest. Since the 1927 tornado, 
Central has been housed in the old 
Yeatman building, but there is a 
movement to restore Yeatman as a 
complete high school. 

John W. Calhoun, former Circuit 
Judge, directed the presentation by 
the Central alumni. He stressed, 
as a moral obligation, the pledge 
made by the board, following the 
removal to the Yeatman structure, 
that the next high school building 
erected would be given to Central, 
keeping the name, faculty and stu- 
dent body intact. 

“What we are seeking to pre- 
serve,” he declared, “is a tradition. 
There is a feeling of loyalty to Cen- 
tral High such as is not engendered 
at all schools.” 


The tradition theme was empha- 
sized by most of the spcakers, who 
told of their love for the name and 
institution of Central as the first 
high school west of the Mississippi, 
the spirit of the old school linger- 
ing with them, the recollections of 
happy days when the establishment 
was at Grand boulevard and Wind- 
sor place, and the desire that Cen- 
tra] should be perpetuated for the 
city and for their children’s chil- 
dren. . 

Arguments they advanced in- 
cluded these: A school with such a 
record deserved proper housing; the 
name was not given originally in 
a strict geographical sense and the 
section of the city served had noth- 
ing to do with its use; there was 
no intention of dominating the 
parents’ organization at the new 
school; many alumni, including 
Gerard Swope, head of the Gencral 


Electric Co., favored the proposal: 


several Central endowments might 
be lost if the name should 0b? 
dropped; some persons who have 
served on the Central facuity 
achieved national or internationai 
recognition; graduates have dis- 
tinguished themselves in many 
fields, and hold many executive 
positions in business, where they 
can be helpful to future graduates 
of a school called Central.

NOBEL PRIZE IN LITERATURE 
GIVEN TO MARTIN DU GARD 


French Author, Writer of “Les 
Thibaults,” Winner of 
Award for 1937.

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 11.—The 1937 
Nobel prize for literature was 


awarded today to the French au- 
thor, Martin Du Gard. 

Du Gard wrote a series of novels, 
“Les Thibaults.” 

When “Les Thibaults” first ap- 
peared it won for Du Gard the 
French literary award, Prix de 
Goncourt. This work, along the 
lines of John Galsworthy’s “For- 
syte Saga,” follows the develop- 
ment of a typical French family 
through many years. 

Du Gard is a Member of the board 
of the French literary publication 
Nouvelles Literaries, of which his 
brother. Maurice Du Gard, is edi- 
tor. 

C. J. Davisson of New York and 
G. P. Thomson of London received 
the 1937 Nobel prize in physics. 

Davisson, born in Bloomington, 
Ill., won the Comstock prize of the 
National Academy of Science in 
1928 for the research in electricity, 
magnetism and radiant energy. 
Thomson is a professor of physics 
at the Imperial College of Science. 
His line of research includes elec- 
tricty and aerodynamies, 


‘TROTSKYIST CELL’ REPORTED 
FOUND IN WARSAW EMBASSY 


Wife of Soviet Ambassador Said 
to Be Involved, Press Attache 
Under Arrest. 

WARSAW, Nov. 11. — Breaking 
his rule not to travel across Nazi 
Germany, Foreign Commissar Max- 
im Litvinov, on an urgent sum- 
mons to return to Moscow, passed 
through Warsaw yesterday on his 
way from Brussels by way of Ber- 
lin. During a 33-minute stopover 
here he engaged in animated con- 
versation with Jan Vinogradov, 
Soviet charge d'affaires. 

A “Trotskyist cell” was alleged to 
have been discovered in the Soviet 
Embassy here yesterday, with Mme. 
Maxakova, celebrated opera sing- 
er, wife of the Soviet envoy in- 
volved. Those understood to be 
under arrest include George Alex- 
androv, press attache; Maj. Bara- 
banow, assistant military attache, 
and the representative of the Tass 
Agency. He is the third represent- 
ative of the official Soviet press 
agency who has been removed from 
the Warsaw bureau for alleged con- 
nection with the Trotskyists. 

It was stated here that Viktor 
Podolski, Soviet Minister to Lithu- 
ania, who was formerly a counselor 
at the Embassy here, is among the 
diplomatic representatives in Eu- 
rope now being “purged.” 


CARDINAL ATTACKS ATHEISM 


Papal Legate Opens Eucharistic 
Congress at Tripoli. 
By the Associated Press. 

TRIPOLI, Nov. 11. — The papal 
legate, Cardinal Dolci, opened the 
National Eucharistic Congress here 
yesterday, with an attack on athe- 
ism, which he said is spreading 
from Orient to Occident. 

“May I pay tribute to all those 
in the world who by prayer, by 
word and especially by vigorous ac- 
tion are stemming the tide of athe- 
ism,” the Cardinal said, adding that 
atheism is “attempting to demolish 
the secular institution of Christian 
civilization.” In an earlier address, 
Cardinal Dolci expressed the hope 
that the congress “will be a ray 
of light projecting its beneficent 
rays even on those ferocious Bol- 
shevik persecutors.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Con- 


trasting pictures of the Federal 
budget situation were painted last 
night by Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, speaking for the New 
Deal, and Senator Byrd (Dem.) of 
Virginia, speaking for t* - economy 
bloc in Congress and the country, 
in addresses before the Academy 


of Political Science in New York. 
Both advocated reduction of ex- 
penditures during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 next year but dis- 
agreed as to what the final out- 
come would be. 

Morgenthau accepted President 
Roosevelt’s estimates that the def- 
icit for the current fiscal year 
would be $695,000,000 and asserted 
that the budget could be balanced 
by June 30, 1939, if $700,000,000 
could be saved by curtailing expen- 
ditures for public roads, public 
works, unemployment relief and ag- 
riculture. 

Byrd ridiculed the idea of a bal- 
anced budget under the present 
spending policies of the New Deal. 

Byrd’s View on Deficit. 

“We are told that a balanced 
budget is on the way,” Byrd ob- 
served. “I cannot credit this proph- 
ecy. On the contrary, I predict on 
July 1, 1938, the estimated deficit 
of $895,000,000 will be at least twice 
that sum. Without reduced spend- 
ing the outlook for 1939 is equally 
gloomy because the business reces- 
sion as predicted even by govern- 
ment officials for 1938 and already 
felt by business men will be re- 
flected in revenue receipts for the 
1939 fiscal year. My reasons for 
predicting a much larger 1938 def- 
icit are: First, the revenue will not 
reach the estimates, and second, 
that the President has allowed only 
$180,000,000 in his estimate for de- 
ficiency and new appropriations in 
the next eight months while our 
deficiency and new appropriations in 
1937 were nearly $1,000,000,000.” 

In using $895,000,000 as the esti- 
mated deficit for the current year 
instead of the $695,000,000 figure 
used by the President and Morgen- 
thau, Byrd added $200,000,000 for 
statutory debt retirement. 

“Earnest Consideration.” 

In advocating a reduction of the 
“pumps priming” of industry by 
Federal expenditures, Morgenthau 
asked the co-operation of business 
in “our present difficulties,” and 
promised that the administration 
would give “earnest consideration” 
to adjusting the inequalities of the 
present tax laws. This bid to pri- 
vate industry was interpreted as a 
friendly gesture by the New Deal 
toward the groups which have most 
opposed it. He did not, however, 
mention by name the two taxes— 
on undistributed corporate profits 
and on individual capital gains— 
which have been under the heaviest 
fire from business men. 

Morgenthau’s speech had been 
awaited with great interest in 
Washington and New York, as he 
was supposed to be speaking for 
the President on the most impor- 
tant and delicate problem facing 
the administration. By specifically 
pointing out where large savings 
could be made he was more defi- 
nite than any other spokesman has 
dared, particularly when he indi- 
cated that the Government was 
considering a reduction of farm 
subsidies. This proposal, if carried 
out, will be contrary to the plans 
of the farm bloc in Congress for 
the special and regular sessions. 

Two Important Concessions. 

Throughout his speech, the Sec- 
retary sought the support of big 
business, but conditioned his prom- 
ises on co-operation with the ad- 
ministration. Two important con- 
cessions were proposals to modify 
some of the “nuisance taxes” and 
to increase the number of persons 
paying income taxes.

ITALY FINALLY 
JOINS PATROL IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


Mussolini Has 30 Warships 
in Area Where Unex- 
plained Attacks Have Oc- 

_ curred.

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Italy finally 
has joined the Mediterranean pa- 
trol, it was disclosed today. 

Italy has contributed 30 to 40 war- 
ships to the patrol against uniden- 
tified ships and planes which have 
attacked merchant shipping. Brit- 
ain and France have had some 150 
warships in the patrol for nearly 
two months under the _ accord, 
drafted at Nyon without Italian 
participation. 

Italy at first declined to join the 
guard, after Russia charged that 
Italian ships were responsible for 
the attacks, and because Italy was 
not given equality with other Pow- 
ers in the patrol. Italy denied the 
Russian charges. A compromise 
was effected by naval technicians 
conferring last month in Paris. 


CATTLE EPIDEMIC THREATENS 
GERMAN FOOD SUPPLIES 


Foot and Mouth Disease Affects 
3400 Farms—Drastic Measures 
in Effect. 

(Copyright, 1937.) 
BERLIN, Nov. 11.—Fear was ex- 
pressed here today that Germany’s 
food problem would be further in- 
tensified by an outbreak of foot 
and mouth disease which threatens 
further to curtail supplies of meat, 

milk and butter. 

The annual National Farmers’ 
Congress, scheduled to be held at 
Goslar—‘‘farming capital of Ger- 
many”’—from Nov. 25 to 28, must 
be canceled owing to the epidemic. 

Germany was completely free of 
this disease throughout the whole 
of last year, but a few months ago 
it entered across the western fron- 
tier from France, where it was 
stated to have been introduced from 
North Africa. It spread with alarm- 
ing rapidity, and official figures 
showed that on Nov. 1 about 3400 
farms were affected. 

In infected districts—Baden has 
suffered the most — drastic meas- 
ures have been enforced to prevent 
transmission through human car- 
riers. Postmen are forbidden to 
enter affected farms to deliver let- 
ters. Public meetings were pro 
hibited and a number of schools 
have been closed down. The cat- 
tle country in Eastern England is 
similarly affected. 


PAPAL CONSISTORY PLANNED 


New Cardinals Expected to Be

WINDSOR STAYS AWAY 
FROM GrURCH IN PARIS 


British Legionnaires Protest at 
Door of St. George’s—Vicar 
Tries to Explain. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 11.—The Duke of 
Windsor stayed away from Armis- 
tice day services at St. George’s 
Church today. He dismissed the 
car he had called to his hotel and 
remained in seclusion in his suite 
as English World War veterans 
filed into St. George’s a few min- 
utes before 11 a. m. 

The Duke and Duchess, remain- 
ing within their hotel, bought pop- 
pies from an Englishwoman and 
gave them to British legionnaires. 

Mémbers of his suite said he 
was “stunned” by the news that 
the vicar of St. George’s, The Rev. 
J. L. C. Dart, had said: “I would 
rather the Duke did not attend the 
services.” 

The Duke had reserved a seat in 
the front row of the church, which 
is affiliated with the Church of En- 
gland. It was said: “His Royal 
Hignness will go as a private citi- 
zen to pay homage to the war dead 
as a former soldier himself.” The 
Duchess was not to accompany 
him. But when the vicar’s critic- 
ism of the ex-King became known, 
Edward changed his plans. 

Vicar’s Personal Views. 

The Rev. Mr. Dart explained to 
a group of 60 British legionnaires 
at a small “protest meeting” out- 
side the church today that he was 
only expressing personal views, and 
added: “I will be very sorry if the 
Duke does not come. I will be 
very sorry if my statement is tak- 
en as a suggestion that the Duke 
stay away.” 

Later the vicar told the British 
Legion: “The very last thing I 
wished to do was publicly to insult 
a man who couldn’t defend himself, 
Reporters made me do that. Noth- 
ing was farther from my intentions. 
I swear that is true. I wish to take 
this opportunity publicly to apolo- 
gize.” 

The vicar said he had telephoned 
o the Duke’s equerry, Lieut. Dudley 
Forwood, an hour before the serv- 
ice and said he wanted to apolo- 
gize to Windsor for “what amount- 
ed to a public insult.” He said he 
told Forwood that the Duke would 
be received by him and the church 
congregation with “all the respect 
due the King’s brother” if he would 
consent to attend. 


The vicar was then told by 


Colonel Theodore Crowther, com- 
mander of the Paris post of the 
British Legion, that the Duke al- 
ready had decided he would not at- 
tend. Half a dozen of the protes- 
tors refused to enter the church. 

Marriage to Divorcee, Reason. 

The vicar criticised the Duke’s 
marriage to a twice-divorced wom- 
an in his statement yesterday. 

“The Duke comes to my church 
because he is the Duke of Windsor, 
because he was once on the throne,” 
the vicar said, “I have given him 
the best seats I can, but I will not 
speak to him.” he said he had “a 
certain respect” for Windsor and 
was “thankful for the good things 
he had done in the past, but the 
attitude of the church in the mat- 
ter of divorce and remarriage is 
very definite. Marriage only ends 
before God when it is ended by 
death.” 

Windsor issued a statement say- 
ing it would be “inappropriate” for 
him to accept a legion invitation 
to Notre Dame. “I thank the Brit- 
ish Legion sincerely for the resolu- 
tion they have passed inviting me 
to attend the ceremony at Notre 
Dame. As observance of the two- 
minutes of silence, which it was 
my desire to pass in church with 
you, has gone by, I feel it would 
now be inappropriate to be pres- 
ent this afternoon. At the same 
time, I hope you will give me an 
opportunity for meeting you on an- 
other occasion.” 


FLOOD, FAMINE, EARTHQUAKE

Britis: King Lays Wreath on 
Haig Statue—Military Ré- 
view in Paris.

LONDON, Nov. 11. — Many na- 
tions of Europe paid tribute today 
to those who died in the trenches 
two decades ago. 


On this, the 19th anniversary of 
the end of the World War, veterans 
marched in London and Paris, lay- 
ing wreaths on tombs of the war 
dead. 

Italy observed its own Armistice 
Day last Wednesday. Germany did 
not celebrate today. Former Kaiser 
Wilhelm, in his Doorn exile, ignored 
the anniversary. 

The French observance included 
a gigantic military and aerial re- 
view, centered about the Arch of 
Triumph. 

In London an early morning fire 
damaged the former Belgravia 
hotel where thousands of American 
troops were billeted on their way to 
the western front. The building, 
near the Victoria station, had been 
deserted pending reconstruction. 

King George VI laid a wreath on 
the esquestrian statue of Field 
Marshall Earl Haig, Commander-in- 
Chief of Britain’s expeditionary 
forces during the World War. The 
tolling of Big Ben was the signal 
for a two-minute silence‘ht 11 a. m. 

Ceremonies at Brussels were sim- 
ilar, with King Leopold saluting at 
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier, 
Tonight soldiers and patriotic as- 
sociations will file past the tomb 
and torchbearers from all parts of 
Belgium will rekindle its flame. A 
delegation of British in Belgium to 
commemmorate the battle of Mons, 
will participate in the parade. 

In Poland, Armistice day was 9 
compulsory holiday for the first 
time. ;

A Salute to Elijah P. Lovejoy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AST Sunday the Negro people 

throughout America paid homage to 
Elijah P. Lovejoy, the “martyr abolition- 
ist.” There were sermons, speeches, pro- 
grams, Young people read from Dunbar 
and Negro choral grdups were to be 
heard singing “Go Down Moses” with 
great feeling. On appropriate dates and 
in like manner, all of the heroic white 
and Negro people who worked and fought 
for the crushing of chattel slavery are 
honored. Every city with a sizable Negro 
population, which is forced into a black 
ghetto and denied the full privileges of 
citizenship, has some institution bearing 
the name of Abraham Lincoln or Fred- 
erick Douglass. 

In greater St. Louis, Lovejoy naturally 
comes in for his share. There are the 
Lovejoy apartments in St. Louis proper, 
and across the river in Illinois lies an 
incorporated Negro community of some 
3000 people whose legal name is Brook- 
lyn but whose citizens persist in calling 
it Lovejoy. They pronounce it with a 
swing and feeling. 

Around Lovejoy’s life and times re- 
volved some unique contradictions. Love- 
joy was born in New England, where West 
Indies molasses was converted into rum 
used to purchase slaves in Africa; he 
edited a church paper which was op- 
posed because he lent its columns to dis- 
cussions on the disrespectable, indecent 
question of slavery; he studied theology 
at Princeton, which still smells of those 
days because of its refusal to accept 
Negro students; he was forced to leave 
St. Louis, but Alton, just 25 miles away, 
received him; he refused to unload one 
of his presses on Sunday, but on that 
night his pro-slavery opponents dumped 
it into the Mississippi; Missouri, from 
which he was chased, later wrote into 
its Constitution his philosophy on the 
freedom of the press. 

Lovejoy, a white man, hated slavery 
with all his heart and mind. He was put 
to death in Illinois, not by people who 
were inherently bad and unmoral, but by 
people who were defending their eco- 
nomic interests. Missouri more than IIli- 
nois had a vested interest in this vicious 
institution, and that is why he was first 
chased from St. Louis. 

Angelo Herndof, a young Negro man, 
hated with all heart and mind the 
wretchedness borne by the poor whites 
and Negroes in Georgia. In Atlanta, he 
went about violating all that the Old 
South stands for by organizing into one 
unit, without regard to race, the poor 
people of Atlanta. Herndon’s freedom is 
the result of forces he helped set in mo- 
tion during his “free” days in Atlanta. 

It is unfortunate that both of these 
men are not living today, for I believe 
they would enjoy each other’s company, 
because they are of the same breed, be- 
cause both are genuine products of the 
American soil. 

We salute you, Lovejoy.

What Is a Liberal? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A DANGEROUS TENDENCY. 


The spectacle of local officials running to the Fed- 
eral Treasury with cups in their hands is becoming 
increasingly familiar. It is a menacing business. 
We have just received a none-too-subtle piece of 
propaganda from the United States Conference oi 
Mayors asking some insinuating questions. The fol- 
lowing are typical: “Can your city continue to ex- 
pend local tax “tunds in the development of your air- 
port in order to meet new Federal rules and regula- 
tions? Are not airports in cities forming a part of 
the national airways vested with as much of a na- 
tional interest as Federal highways and rivers and 
harbors?” 

These questions, we are informed, will be dis- 
cussed at the annual Mayors’ meeting on Nov. 15-17, 
at Washington. “Out of these discussions,” the propa- 
ganda reads, “the United States Conference of May- 
ors, in co-operation with the President and the Con- 
gress, hopes to develop a national policy which will 
provide for equitable distribution of responsibilities 
as between the cities and the national Government.” 
This is a polite way of saying that the Mayors’ 
lobby is going to put pressure on the Federal Gov- 
ernment for financial help in the construction and 
maintenance of airports. 

St. Louis, as a matter of fact, has just received a 
large grant of W P A funds to extend the No. 1 run- 
‘way at Lambert-St. Louis Field to meet blind-landing 
requirements. Many other cities have received emer- 
gency Federal funds, designed for the alleviation of 
unemployment, for airport construction. 

Not content with this, the Mayors’ lobby wants to 
establish a settled policy of Federal contributions for 
airport expenses. Perhaps a case could be made for 
such a policy. It is no more ridiculous for the Fed- 
eral Government to help support local airports than 
it is for Federal funds to be used to teach farming 
in local schools. 

But unless there is an end to this running to the 
Federal Treasury for purposes heretofore locally 
financed and controlled, the already alarming central- 
ization of power in Washington is going to continue, 
at the expense of the dignity and character of local 
self-government. When states and communities take 
Federal funds for their own purposes, they also take 
Federal dictation as to how the money shall be spent. 
That is the long-range danger. Furthermore, the re- 
quests for more and more Federal funds by such 
groups as the Mayors’ lobby offer a formidable ob- 
stacle to reduction of Federal expenses and the estab- 
lishment of a balanced budget. 
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IT SOON WILL BE TOO LATE. 

It is not too late for Gov. Stark and his associates 
on the Board of Permanent’ Seat of Government to 
abandon their plan to erect the new State Govern- 
ment office on the undesirable site on the ridge 
south of the Capitol. 
On earlier occasions, we have discussed the reasons 
for changing to a better site, preferably that north 
of the Highway Building, now owned by the State. 
There is no need to review them all again. It is 
enough to say that the ground chosen is bad from 
almost every point of view—engineering, traffic, 
esthetic, future planning, general convenience. State 
administrations come and go, but Missouri’s mag- 
nificent Capitol and its grounds, as they are devel- 
oped, remain year after year a permanent pride of 
the State. Only preliminary drilling has been done 
on the selected site; the location can be changed 
now without difficulty. 

We urge Gov. Stark, Attorney-General McKittrick, 
Secretary of State Brown, State Treasurer Winn and 
State Auditor Smith to reconsider while they can. 
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BRAZIL GOES FASCIST. 

It can happen, and has happened in Brazil. It 
was announced yesterday by Francisco Campos, Min- 
ister of Justice, that a new Constitution had been 
promulgated which establishes a corporate, or Fas- 
cist, state. The Constitution, evidently modeled on 
that of Portugal, abolishes the demifpratic system 
set up in 1891, when Brazil adopted a*form of gov- 
ernment closely akin to our own. 

As a familiar Fascist preliminary, a “state of war” 
was declared on Oct. 2 for the published purpose of 
coping with an alleged Communist danger, and a 
tight censorship was clamped down. The use of foes, 
real and imaginary, as Hitler and Mussolini have 
repeatedly demonstrated, is very valuable in further- 
ing Fascist ambitions. Under cover of the “state 
of war” decree, the plot was hatched and worked 
out in detail. 

Brazil’s Senate and Chamber of Deputies are de- 
stroyed, as well as state Legislatures and municipal 
assemblies. Deliberative bodies have no place in 
Fascist countries. Power is vested in the President, 
who holds office for an indeterminate period, and a 
corporate assembly is given limited jurisdiction, 
while a council of elders is permitted certain “pow- 
ers of opinion.” 

While Getulio Vargas is President of Brazil, the 
country’s imitation Hitler appears to be Campos, 
who, after the 1930 revolt, organized a khaki-shirt 
society known as the October Legion, to “safeguard 
the principles of the revolution.” 

We may well look with misgivings on the first 
Fascist invasion of this hemisphere. The germ has 
spread alarmingly in Europe and has left misery and 
destruction in its wake. Will it also make headway 
in South America, crushing ‘human liberties and the 
spirit of democracy, and reversing a century-old 
struggle against the evils of imperialism?

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J. RAMSAY MacDONALD. 

It is a noteworthy coincidence that the world 
mourns the passing of former Prime Minister J. 
Ramsay MacDonald of England at the same time it 
observes the nineteenth anniversary of the armistice 
of the war he strove so heroically to prevent. For 
it was as an ardent pacifist, an outspoken and un- 
bending opponent of Britain’s entry into the World 
War, that he earned the confidence of the working 
people of his country which was eventually to make 
him the head of the first Labor Government. 

The judgment of history may well vindicate his 
stand against the war, but throughout the struggle 
and for some years thereafter, he suffered oppro- 
brium and ostracism such as no ordinary man could 
have withstood. His party deserted him. When he 
addressed a public meeting, he had to leave by a 
rear door and with a police guard to keep from 
being mobbed. Had he attempted to visit the United 
States at any time prior to 1922, he probably would 
have been barred as a dangerous alien. 

But he stuck to his convictions. By 1922, he had 
regained his seat in the Commons, and two years 
later he became Prime Minister. His turn at the 
helm in this instance lasted only eight months, and 
when he became Prime Minister again, in 1929, he 
was destined to have to make another crucial de- 
cision—one which was to leave him permanently and 
bitterly estranged from the people with whom he had 
carved out his career. 

This time, the world depression presented econom- 
ic and political problems which, growing ever heav- 
ier, caused the Labor Government to sway and tot- 
ter. Defeat on a dozen “minor” issues was ignored, 
but by the summer of 1931, it had become a question 
of whether Prime Minister MacDonald ould re- 
sign and face almost certain defeat in the subsequent 
election, or whether he should continue in power 
with a coalition of Conservatives, Liberals and such 
elements of his own party as would follow him in 
this maneuver. 

His choice to head the coalition is generally re- 
garded by the Laborites as a betrayal of their party. 
Certainly it dealt the Labor party a blow from 
which it has been slow to recover. It is equally 
certain that the coalition Government was dominated 
by Labor’s political foes and that it enacted, forth- 
with, legislation which Premier MacDonald’s old 
party opposed. Politically, it left him friendless and 
alone, a Samson shorn of his locks, an Ishmael in 
the sight of those with whom for decades he had 
fought side by side. 

Whether his decision was, in effect, a statesman- 
like compromise or an act of political opportunism 
may be left to the judgment of history. 

It may be said in his defense that he was caught 
in the vortex of economic forces set in motion by a 
catastrophe of war which he had done his utmost 
to prevent. On the other hand, it is impossible to 
overlook his part in scuttling the English Labor 
party and bringing into power a Government whose 
international policies have been vacillating, inef- 
fective and ominously tolerant of totalitarianism in 
Central and Southern Europe. 

Making his way up from direst poverty, educating 
himself with pennies needed to stay actual hun- 
ger, this Scottish orator and statesman has been 
called the “British Abraham Lincoln.” Had he been 
removed from the scene before August, 1931, he 
would have had a good claim to the title. But he 
lived on through a bitter anticlimax which Lincoln 
was spared. 

His grasp and vision in international affairs are 
perhaps his best claim to exalted stature among 
the men of his time. His intellect and ‘character 
show strongest in his utterances and accomplish- 
ments with regard to the peace movement, disarma- 
ment, international arbitration and problems of 
world trade. To see how he stood out in these fields, 
it is necessary to visualize him in relation to his 
contemporaries. 
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PARKING ON WIDENED CHESTNUT. 

Following a storm of protest, the Municipal Audi- 
torium Commission has agreed to sponsor an ordi- 
nance to permit free multiple parking on widened 
Chestnut street in Memorial Plaza for the conven- 
jence of persons attending events at the Auditorium. 

The ban on multiple parking was placed some time 
ago at the request of owners of garages and parking 
lots, who thereby sought to increase their revenues. 
It ran counter to the interests of the people as a 
whole, who paid for the Auditorium and for the 
widening of Chestnut street and who should be 
entitled to use their own property. 

To build a great community center without pro- 
viding ample parking facilities was a mistake, rec- 
tified by using Chestnut street, and to ban the use 
of that street not only caused a great deal of in- 
convenience and added expense, but threatened the 
successful operation of the symphony and other 
public or quasi-public entertainments. 

We hope the Aldermen will pass the bill promptly.

| House” by a talented company is a reminder, as 
| well-acted Ibsen revivals always are, of the debt 


which modern society owes to the grim Norseman 
who could give the stage such vital characters as Nora 
and Hedda Gabler and Mrs. Alving in the ’80s and 
‘90s. Points of view have changed so much in the 
half-century which has run through the time glass 
that it seems scarcely possible that Ibsen could 
have been cursed, not to say ostracized, for coming 
to grips with the social pretenses and blindness 
of his age. Nora Helmer’s offense is not the outrage 
today that it was when the world of the theater was 
first introduced to her. And in a day when divorce 
is common, her solution of her problem, while stil] 
dramatic, does not shock those who look on as once 
it did. 

But one after another, Ibsen’s dramas brought 
down storms of wrath on his head until he must 
have sickened of the ignorance as well as the dull- 
ness of his time. Today, when these same plays 
are presented, we go, in large part, to see how 
superior acting can give a freshness to their more 
or less dated situations. Here is the complete an- 
swer to those ever-present, self-appointed regulators 
of the theater’s morals, but they, like the fuming 
critics of Ibsen’s age, are blind to the obvious.

discusses music is bound to do so—it is 

disturbing to notice that no new musical 
names of any considerable importance seem 
to be appearing on the horizon, that among 
us there seem to be no comparatively 
young composers to whom we can look to 
be the Beethovens and Wagners and Debus- 
sys of tomgrrow. Naturally, no one can say 
with complete authority why this is so, but 
I have a theory about it, at least. 

Most men of genius, in music, show unmis- 
takable signs of their powers in their late 
thirties and early forties. The promise of 
their younger years begins to be fulfilled. At 
40, Brahms, Wagner, Bach, Handel, Beetho- 
ven and a host of others were pretty gen- 
erally admitted to be great men. Schubert 
and Mozart never reached that age, but 
they flowered early. Conversely, if a com- 
poser has shown no evidences of being a 
genius by the time he’s 40, he is not likely 
to turn into one after that age. 

I have gone through my biographical dic- 
tionaries, and programs, and Who’s Whos and 
whatnot, and have collected a list of 44 liv- 
ing European composers who may be called 
distinguished, Note that I say “living Eu- 
ropean composers.” I’m omitting the Amer- 
icans for a reason that will be obvious 
later. Also, note that I say “distinguished.” 
They are not all geniuses, but every one 
of them has written at least one work that 
has raised him above the level of mediocrity. 
The list may lack one or two names, but I 
think it fairly represents what Europe pos- 
sesses today in outstanding musical talent.

G aiscusses 1 of great men—and whoever 


I shan’t burden you with the entire list; 
but here are the names of some of the best 
known, together with their ages in the year 
1937. Suppose we start with Russia. Shos- 
takovich is 31 years old, Mossoloff is 37, Pro- 
kofieff is 46, Stravinsky is 55, Miaskovsky is 
56 and Rachmaninoff is 64. There are four 
other Russians on my list, their ages being 
63, 71, 73 amd 78. 

Now Germany: Erich Korngold, the 
youngest, is 40, Schonberg is 63, Hans Pfitz- 
ner is 68 and Richard Strauss is 73. Two 
others are 42 and 66, respectively. 

France: Among the distinguished com- 
posers in France are Darius Milhaud and 
Arthur Honegger, each of whom is 45 years 
old. Ravel is 62, Florent Schmitt is 67 and 
Gustave Charpentier is 77. Three others 
are 38, 56 and 80. 

Now Great Britain: The youngest distin- 
guished composer is Eugene Goossens, who 
is 44. Arnold Bax is 54, Percy Grainger, who 
is British-born, is 55 and Vaughan Williams 
is 65. Two others are 54 and 48, respectively. 

In Italy, we have Alfredo Casella, who is 
54; Malipiero, who is 55; Pizzetti, 57; Monte- 
mezzi, 62, and Mascagni, who is 74. Two 
others are 55 and 57 years old. 

From Hungary come Kodaly, who is 55 
years old, and Dohnanyi, who is 60. Ru- 
mania gives us Enesco, ‘who is 56. From 
Czechoslovakia comes Weinberger, who is 
41; from Spain comes De Falla, who is 61, 
and from Finland, Sibelius, who is 72. 

Just what does this list tell us? It tells 
us, for one thing, that among Europe’s 44 
most distinguished living composers, just 


seven are under 45 years of age. Of these 
seven, only three are under 40. Of the en- 
tire number, only 10 are under 50 years of 
age. The burden of creative music in Eu- 
rope today is being largely carried by men 
between the ages of 50 and 80 years. 

What. does this mean? You may say it is 
natural that the most famous musicians 
should be the men of more advanced years. 
Quite true. But discounting that fact, doesn’t 
it seem peculiar that the following seven 
men should be the only distinguished com- 
posers in Europe who are under 45 years 
of age? Their names are Shostakovich, Mos- 
soloff, Korngold, Hindemith, Poulenc, Goos- 
sens and Weinberger. Highly talented as 
these men are, I doubt whether contempo- 
rary opinion anywhere would rank them 
with Brahms or Strauss. Why aren’t there 
50 distinguished composers under 45 years 
of age in Europe?

Suppose we figure back. A musically tal- 
ented boy who was 18 years old in 1914 
would normally have been in a conservatory 
of music, Today, at the age of 41, he would 
just be emerging into his most fruitful peri- 
od of creative activity. But those boys 
weren't in the conservatory in 1914. They 
were in the army. They were at the front, 
facing death. And most of them died. And 
the stronger, the healthier, the more alert 
and intelligent they were, the more certain 
they were of being taken into the army, and 
the surer of being killed. Not many 18-year- 
olds lived through those four years. 

To me, the most sickening war pictures 
ever printed used to appear in the pages of 
the Illustrated London News and the Sketch 
and the Graphic, between 1914 and 1918. 
They were the portraits of young English 
officers who had been killed in action .. . 
page after page, week after week, year 
after year, of those slaughtered boys of 18 
and 20. They were officers, of course. The 
dead private soldiers outnumbered them 10 
to 1. England lost 900,000 men in the war; 
France, Germany and Italy lost over 1,000,000 
apiece; Russia lost nearly 2,000,000. Killed. 
Not casualties, 

Now do you think you know what be- 
came of a whole generation of potential 
composers, painters, poets, novelists, play- 
wrights, architects, sculptors? Europe mur- 
dered them ...a whole generation of them. 

Travel through the battlefields of Europe. 
Visit the cemeteries of England, France, 
Italy, Rumania, Germany, Poland, Austria, 
Russia. Somewhere among those rows and 
heaps of skeletons you will find what is left 
of those who should have been the geniuses 
of today. 

If great men are to walk the earth again, 
we shall have to look for them, largely, I 
think, among a generation that is not yet 
ready, a generation that was too young to 
kill and be killed, 23 years ago. And if the 
world keeps its feet upon the road that it 
seems to be walking, it may well be that 
even that generation will be murdered, too; 
that we shall have to give up hoping for 
great art and great artists until the race 
of man has grown intelligent enough to 
avoid this bloody, profitless, imbecile busi- 
ness that it calls war.

Daily it is being demonstrated 
that democracies, parliamentary or 
constitutional governments, have 
totally inadequate defenses against 
this kind of attack. Civil liberties 
are being exploited not only by 
those who once in power would de- 
stroy them, but by the openly de- 
clared agents of foreign Powers. 

The German Government at Stutt- 
gart declared officially through the 
Foreign Minister that it intended 
to organize its German _ groups 
everywhere, including the United 
States, precisely as they have 
been organized in Brazil. We 
find it difficult to believe. We find 
it impossible to take seriously. But 
is it not also impossible to believe 
in undeclared wars? In sudden un- 
announced assaults on women and 
children? 

In a world which has the outer 
accouterments of civilization, it is 
profoundly difficult to believe in a 
world-wide recrudescence of organ- 
ized barbarism. Yet that.is exactly 
what we are seeing. Civilization is 
not technology, science, schools, 
roads, organization. Civilization is 
a complex of codes of behavior, of 
silent assumptions, of respect for 
law, and of the sense of law—law 
written and unwritten on the books, 
and in men’s minds. Civilization is 
the sum of traditions, of care- 
fully nurtured inhibitions, of 
personal and social standards, of 
ethical and religious principles, of 
loyalties to such abstractions as 
truth, kindness, chivalry, generos- 
ity. 

Hitherto these principles have not 
been wholly suspended, even in 
times of war! Even in times of 
war, some lip-service, at least, has 
been given to them. Even in times 
of war, it has Seen against more 
than conventional codes to bomb 
children to death. Even in times 
of war, the spy has not stomached 
his role. 

For even in times of war, men 
have remembered that some day 
there may be peacé. And that un- 
less some remnant of civilized in- 
hibitions is left, there can be no 
peace.

Pears are among the more inter- 


esting of the harvest fruits. True, 
we always consider them when 
planning a fruit bowl of some kind 
but very few of us know them and 
the way in which they may fit into 
the menu. 

Pears, once grown in secluded 
gardens by French monarchs, have 
been available for every table for 
gome time. They are an important 
part of the family diet since they 
cohtain vitamins A, B and C as 
well as minerals in the form of 
calcium, phosphorus, iron and cop- 
per. 

Many housewives have been using 
pears in fruit salads. The halved 


pear with cream cheese is perhaps 
the most popular of these. Pears 
may be combined with apples in a 
Waldorf, or molded salad. They off- 
get the tart sweetness of the citrus 
fruits in an orange or grapefruit 
salad. Here are a few suggestions 
for using pears in the daily menu. 


Baked Pears. 


Peel six pears and drop into cold 
water to which a little lemon juice 
has been added. Make a syrup of 
one cup sugar, three-fourths cup 
* water and juice of one-half lemon. 
Cook for 5 minutes, then place 


pears in a baking dish and pour 
the syrup over them. Cover and 
bake slowly in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) until] tender, about 45 
minutes. Remove cover and con- 
tinue baking for 5 minutes. Chill 
and serve with cream. 

Pears may be cored and a spoon- 
ful of mincemeat placed in the cav- 
ity before baking.

There are four major muscles in 
the round of beef, as you can. see 
if you will examine a cross-section 
of the round. These large muscles 
are clearly outlined by white seams 


in the meat. 

Each of these four distinct parts 
varies in size and in tenderness. 
They are the sirloin tip, the “eye” 
of the round, the top round and the 
bottom round. The smallest muscle 
is the “eye,” which is used for in- 
dividual steaks. The top round is a 
steak in itself, large enough to 
serve three to five persons, depend- 
ing on the thickness of the steak. 

Top Round Most Tender. 

The top round is the most tender 
part of the round. Although the 
round contains more connective 
tissue than the loin or ribs and the 
steaks cut from this section usually 
require braising, the top round is 
frequently tender enough so that 
these steaks may be broiled, like 
the porterhouse and sirloin steaks, 
which are most frequently chosen 
for broiling. 

The amount of fat will show you 
whether or not the steak can be 
satisfactorily broiled. If it has a 
good. margin of fat and that mar- 
bled appearance caused by little 
deposits of fat through the lean, it 
may be broiled or panbroiled with 
good success. The amount of fat 
in beef is one of the best indica- 
tiéns of its tenderness. 

Usually the steaks cut from the 
round are braised. Any of the nu- 
merous recipes for Swiss steak 
may be followed. 

Deviled Round Steak. 

One and one-half. pounds round 
steak. 

Three tablespoons lard. 

Three tablespoons diced onion. 

One teaspoon mustard. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One cup canned tomatoes. 

One cup water. 

One tablespoon vinegar.

Natural Goodness. 


“Turkey with trimmings” has 
been the American pattern for spe 
cial winter dinners sificé early 
colonial days.

Good Ones Weil-Fleshed. 


Of turkeys ef aiiy given age and 
weight theré may bé gréat differ- 
énées in quality, One may 
stringy and tough when sooked, 
the othér juicy and tender. Turkeys 
of quality ate well-fieghed and 
well-rounded, They have 4 coating 
of fat ufidernéath the skin. 
this coating of fat is lacking the 
turkey Bas a blué look showing 
through the skin over most of the 
body. Turkeys of good qtiality are 
free from blemishes and have few 


k ate sold undrawn 
attached. Those 


that have already been drawn will 
natutally cost more per potind be 
causé of the weight that has been 
reméved. But powfid for pound of 
meat rm | usually 46 differ 


greatly priée. 

If you aré buying 4 turkey to 
6arve at the table, gee that the 
breast bore is straight. If possibile, 
gét a bird whose érop has been 
réffioved threugh a slit in the 
baék of the neck oF down on one 
sidé, so that the breast is un- 
thaffed. And when you have the 
turkéy drawn, have 4 siiall strip of 
flesh left under thé tail. Then you 
éan tuck the turkey’s legs under 
this during réasting. 

You é6af make sure of all these 
péints by stating your wafite te a 
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dependable dealer or by selecting 
the turkey yourself. Of the Gov- 
ernment-graded turkeys, U.S. prime 
or U. S. choice are the most de- 
sirable grades. However, a turkey 
of the lower grade, U. 8. com- 
mercial, may be entirely satisfactory 
for your needs if you want a lower- 
priced turkey and do not intend to 
have it carved at the table. 

You'll need to give a turkey of 
this grade longer and slower 6o0k- 
ing because it is less well-fleshed 
than the higher-gtade birds. Part 
of the cooking time you'll leave the 
lid on the roaster. These turkeys 
tisually Rave little fat on them. 
For that reason you'll need to add 
fat during cooking. Some U. §., 
commercial turkeys ate fairly well 
fieshed but are in this lower class 
Because of crooked backs, breasts 
or legs. These deformities Won't 
make any difference if the tufkey 
is carved before it is served. Or 
if it is served as sandwich fillings 
or as cold turkey in other ways. 

Here are the directions for roast- 
ing turkeys. 

Before stuffing the turkey, singe 
it and clean it thoroughly. Rub the 
inside with salt. Then fill the bod 
cavity atid the neck cavity wit 
savory stuffing, but don’t pack it 
in toe tight. Slip a crust of bread 
into the openifig near the tail to 
keep the stuffing in. Tuck the legs 


ef | tinder the loose strip of skin tfider 


the tail and sew up the slit with 
Soft white twiné, Fold the niéck 
skin back and fasten it down with 
@ skewer or stitches, Fold the 
wing tips under the back. If 
necessary tie them down withéut 
letting any string cross the bréast 
to leave marks. 

Rub this stuffed, trussed turkey 
all over with salt and butter. Pat 
it with flour. Place on 4 rack in an 
open roasting pan, breast down, 
back up. Do fiot put any water in 
the roaster. Thie makes steam, 
draws the juices from the meat. 

The simplest way to roast a tur- 
key if to cook it at a ¢66fistant 
temperature until it is done. The 
even thermometer should be miod- 
érate, from 300 te 360 dégres. For 


When | smatier birds use the higher tem- 


perature. Cook a young turkey in 
ati open roasting pan without « lid. 
For older turkeys tisé a lid on the 
roa@ter for at least part of the 
timié. 
Baste Every Half Hour. 

About evéry half howr baste the 
turkéy with pan drippings and turn 
it from side to sidé and now and 
then on ite back. That is, for the 
most part Kéep the breast down 
and the back up #0 that the breast 
meat will not get done too long be- 
fore the dark méat. A young bird 
éooked at 300 dégtees will réqtire 
from 18 te 20 minutes per pound of 
turkey as you bought K undrawnh.

drawn, An older turkey will take 
somewhat longeft=-about four and 
one-half hours for one that weighed 
15 pounds when you bought it wn- 
drawn. 

To tell when a turkey is done in- 
sert a skewer of a fork in thé 
thigh next to the breast. If the meat 
is tender and the juice doésn’t look 
red, the bifd is done. 

Seasoning Important. 

One of the best things about roast 
ttirkey is the hot stuffing inside. Just 
how good this stuffing is depeétids 
@ lot on the seasoning afid the bread 
that goes into it. Onion, pepper, 
salt, parsley and choppeéd celery ate 
seasoniiigs poplar with everyone. 
Sage, thyme and eélery seed are 
strongér aiid must be used Gat 
tiously, Some like nuts, oysters, or 
raisins in their turkey stuffing. In 
any case, dry bread picked apart 
lightly so that it forms cruffbs 
rather thafi soggy balls will make 
the stuffing better. 

Of eourse ali the turkey won't be 
uséd with the first big serving of 
it: But left-over turkey is never 
an afiti-climax, Slice it thin and 
make satidwichés out of it. Serve 
hot turkey sandwiches for lunch or 
for Sunday night supper. All you 
need to do té makeé thése is to serve 
giblet gfavy over toast anid garfiish 
with les or Olives, Turkéy soup, 
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from thé bones ‘and fine pieces of 
meat left on them, is best of all, 
some families think. 

Good roast turkey, served hot or 


cold, is the result of wise buying |- 


and intelligent éooking. Skillful 
carving and a éombination with 
foods that go well with it serve to 
enhance a turkey’s natural good- 
ness.

FRENCH RECIPES GIVE. 
TOUCH OF AUTHOR 


Way of Preparing Pancakes, 
Meats and Vegetables 
Quite Unique. 


Wherever you are, if you are in- 
terested in good food, you find con- 
genial folk who like to tell of their 
family’s prized recipes. So it is 
that the notebook in which a 
grandmother had carefully written 
down the gems of French cooking 
as she herself had learned them, 
came to our attention. 

Here ig the recipe for crepes 
suzette copied in the quaint word- 
ing in which she inscribed it: 

Crepes Suzettes, 

Place in a bowl one-half pound 
flour, two ounces of granulated 
sugar, a pinch of salt and one téa- 
spoon orange juice. Add 5 to 6 
eggs whole, mix very well together, 
stirring constantly with a wooden 
spoon for about 10 minutes until 
your batter has acquired a nice 
consistency. Add one cup of sweet 
milk, maybe a drop more, and mix 
again well for about 5 minutes. 
Strain through a fine sieve. Add a 
half teaspoon curacoa and one of 
tangerine juice. Brandy, rum or 
kirsch may be agreably substitutéd 
for curacoa. 

Just before cooking the little 
cakes, add to the batter two 
ounces of melted butter. Use small 

ng pans for cooking, medium 
hot, and a slight amount of butter 
in them. Pour over ay meg rt 
biespoon of pancake tter an 
eook once on each side until both 
are a nice golden brown. These lit- 
tle cakes must be very, very thin. 

For serving sauce, place in bow! 
four ounces of soft, sweet butter, 
one ounce of tangerine juice, and 
mix until it becomes creamy. 
Spread on the cakes and roll them. 
Be certain to serve them hot. 

Corn Meal’ 


Cook about one-third cup yellow 
corn meal. Cool, add three table- 
spoons melted butter, add dash nut- 
meg, teaspoon of salt, dash of cloves 
and milk (about one-half cup). Beat 
three egg yolks to lemon color, add. 
Beat three whites stiffly and fold 
in. Put into greased dish, place in 
water as custard, and bake in mod- 
erate oven until brown. 

French Pot Roast. 

One five-pound pot roast, wipe 
with damp cloth, lard with spiced 
salt pork. Place in earthen casse- 
role and cover with one-third rum 
and two-thirds water, parsley, bay 
leaf and marjoram. Let stand over 
night. 

Sear in hot fat. Return to casse- 
role in about three-fourths cup of 
heated liquor. Bake, covered, in 
moderate oven three and a half to 
four and a half hours, turning 
about four times. 


Dice lettuce heart, smother with 
butter, add fresh cooked peas, sea- 
son, salt, sugar, pepper. 

Hors D’Ocuvres. 


Halve six hard-boiled eggs and 
put yolks through sieve; add three 
tablespoons piccalilli, salt, dash cay- 
enne, sprinkling of tarragon vine- 
gar, and mayonnaise to bind to- 
gether. Form into balls, place be- 
tween two egg-white halves. Fas- 
ten together with a toothpick, 

Hors D’Ocuvres. 


Halve hard-cooked eggs, remove 
yolks and push through sieve. Add 
equal parts of pork sausage. Fry 
in small balls. Serve a ball on each 
half of hard-cooked egg. 


NEVER TOO MANY RECIPES 
FOR GOOD CHOCOLATE CAKE 


Chocolate cake is an ever popu- 
lar favorite and the woman who 
entertains can never have too many 
recipes for this cake. Here is one 
with an uncooked frosting. 

Chocolate Layer 

One-third cup vegetable shorten- 

vip or butter. 
ne-half teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One cup sugar. 

One egg, unbeaten. 

Two cups sifted flour. 

Two and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. 

Three-quarters cup milk. 

Combine vegetable shortening or 
butter, salt and vanilla. Add sugar 
gradually and cream until lght 
and fluffy. Add egg and beat thor- 
oughly. Sift flour and baking pow- 
der together three times. Add smal! 
amounts of flour to creamed mix- 
ture, alternately with milk, beat- 
ing after each addition wntil 
smooth. Pour batter into two eight- 
inch layer pans. Bake in moder- 
ately hot oven (375 degrees) 20 to 
25 minutes. Spread chocolate frost- 
ing between layers and on top and | 
sides of cake. 

Uncooked Chocolate Frosting. 

Two tablespoons shortening. 

One tablespoon butter. 

Three ounces chocolate, 

Five tablespoons hot milk. 

One and one-half cups sifted con- 
fectioners’ sugar. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla, 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Melt shortening, butter and choc: 
olate together over hot water. Pou: 
hot milk over sugar and stir until 

"sugar is dissolved. Add vanilla 
and salt. Add chocolate mixture 
and beat until smooth and thick 
enough to spread. Makes enough 
frosting to cover tops and sides of 
two eight-inch layers. 


Salt as Seasoning. 
Salt has been used as a seasoning 
for food for so long that historians 
cannot trace its first use. 


SANDWICHES GO COLLEGIATE 
FOR CROWD AFTER GAME 


What to serve when the crowd 
stops in after the football game 
isn’t so complicated a problem if 
your refrigerator harbors a few 
eggs, and the provision cupboard 


houses a can of ripe olivés and a 
can of pimientos.. The usual bread 
and lettuce, a bit of mayonnaise, 
chopped onion and seasoning are 
all else that will be needed. Let- 
tuce, of course, is optional. 

Whether you serve a meat sand- 
wich or not, the following whole- 
some and delicious collegiate sand- 
wiches will be appreciated and sat- 
isfying. 

Collegiate Sandwiches. 

Four hard cooked eggs. 

One-half cup chopped or sliced 
ripe olives. 

Two tablespoons chopped pimien- 


One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Few drops tabasco sauce. 

Dash pepper. 

Mayonnaise. 

Bread. 

Butter.

“One of these measures, but only 
one, in the present juncture,” he 
declared, “is a determined move- 
ment toward a balanced budget. 

“We are now nearing the end of 
one of the most active years in the 
business history of this country. 
On the whole, this high level of 


_ that usually marks an unhealthy 
boom and precedes a serious de- 
pression. The present situation is 
not characterized by the existence 
of huge inventories, high interest 
rates, over-extended credit posi- 
tions, or great surpluses of hous- 
ing and capital equipment. We 
have not reached the stage of full 
employment of our productive re- 
sources. On the contrary, from all 
these standpoints, conditions are 
favorable fora continued increase 
in the level of business activity. 

“This stands in contrast to the 
unhealthy excesses of 1929. It 
stands in even sharper contrast 
to the banking collapse, the bread 
lines, the. bankruptcies, and the 
general demoralization of 1933. 


Driving Force of Capital. 
“The basic need today is to fos- 
ter the full application of the driv- 
ing force of private capital. We 


“Now,” he said, “let us see what 
the tax burden means in terms of 
each American family. Let us 
bring to roost these prolific tax 
chickens. In 1913 the per capita in- 
come was $350. In 1936 it was $469 
—an increase of 34 per cent. Total 
vernment expenditures equaled 
$30 per capita in 1913 and $134 per 
capita in 1936—an increase of 347 
per cent. On a per capita basis, 
Government expenditures in 1913 
represented 8 per cent of the na- 
tional income. In 1936 these ex- 
penditures represented 28 per cent 
of the national income. Public debt 
equaled $59 per capita in 1913 and 
$430 per capita in 1936. Now about 
one-third of every person’s income 
would be required to meet Govern- 
ment expenditures if we paid as 
we spend. 

These figures, of course, refer to 
total Government cost. Many of 
the states, cities and counties have 
yielded to the contagion of extrava- 
gance. The children of Uncle Sam 
have followed his bad example. In 
1936 the deficits of all governments 
in America were seven billions, 
nearly five billions of which was 
created by the Federa] Govern- 
ment.” 

Byrd declared that the huge Fed- 
eral deficits had not been due to 
failures of the revenue, which this 
year will be highest in history. The 
solution, he said, was not in in- 
creased taxes but decreased expen- 
ditures and that only a “major sur- 
gical operation” on the regular and 
emergency budgets would lower

RECORD CORN YIELD PER 
ACRE; CROP DOUBLE 1936'S 


By the Associated Press. : 
SPRINGFIELD, Il, Nov. 11.—The Ili- 
noig corn crop’s 46-bushel to the acre av- 


erage ‘is the highest on record in the State, 
agricultural statistician A. J. Surratt an- 
nounced today. 

“The crop is of very good quality,” 
he added in the Nov. 1 report of the State 
and Federal agricultural departments. ‘‘This 
State is one of the outstanding corn areas 
in the country this .season.’”’ 

Corn production in Illinois was placed 
at 434,746,000 bushels in Surratt’s re- 
port. That ig virtually twice the 217,751,- 
000 bushel yield for 1936 and 98,000,000 
more than the five-year, 1928-1932, aver- 


ge. 
With the national yield and production 
figures only slightly above average, the re- 
sult of a varied drouth further West, Sur- 
ratt said: 

“The chief reasons for the record corn 
crop are: A good season generally with 
some southern exceptions, a high percent- 
age of a full stand with few barren stalks, 
and a substantial increase in the acreage 
of hybrid corn.” 

The Illinois soybean crop also is large 
and of high quality, the report said, plac- 
ing production a@t 21,918,000 bushels, the 
largest since the 1935 record. The crop 
last year was 17,216,000 bushels. Yield 
per acre is 19.5 bushels. 

‘*The condition of wheat and pasture 
has improved and corn husking and soy- 
bean threshing operations have made ¢g 
progress under mild and favorable weather 
during the first 10 days of November,” 
Surratt continued, 

“Livestock ig reported in good condi- 
tion. Both cattle and sheep feeding opera- 
tions in Illinois will be somewhat increased 
over those of a year ago.” 


Missouri Corn Crop 3 Times 1936. 
By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 11.—A Missouri 
corn crop this year of 124,308,000 bushels 
—three times the 1936 crop—was predicted 
in the monthly report of Alfred C, Brit- 
tain, Federal Agricultural Statistician. 

The average yield indicated is 27 bushels. 
Yields are better than forecast a month 
ago except in the West Central counties 
bordering the Missouri River. 

Grain sorghum production of 4,712,000 
bushels, the largest on record, was pfe- 
dicted. The supply of hay and other rough- 
age was reported 90 per cent normal.

Rule Out 1923-24 Setback. 

This is the main reason most 
analysts. rule out the 1923-24 set- 
back when comparing the latest 
slide; the fact that at that time 
financial activity was on the as- 
cendant. The 1923-24 slump was 
also short, but for the most part 
it was concentrated in heavy indus- 
try.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The swift 


commodity prices to the lowest lev- 
els in several years, closely resem- 


bles the 1920-21 depression in the 
opinion of some economists. 

They point out this earlier slump 
was relatively short, and extreme- 
ly drastic, in no way similar to the 
long deflation from which the 
country emerged in 1933-34. 

The underlying economic situa- 
tion in both instances was much 
the same. The stage for a sharp 
reaction was set in 1919, as in 1936,- 
by heavy speculation in commodi- 
ties. The war left huge replace- 
ment needs to be filled, and an in- 
dustrial machine geared to combat 
rather than peace. Fearing an im- 
pending shortage of raw materials, 
manufacturers built up inventories 
to fantastic proportions. 

Change From War Time Pace. 

When the nation’s producing ma- 
chinery quickly changed from a 
wartime base to the manufacture of 
domestic requirements, the bubble 
burst. Cotton plunged from 42 cents 
a pound to less than 12 _ cents, 
Wheat crashed from around $3 a 
bushel to $1.20. Copper fell from 
20 cents a pound to 12 cents. 

Last year industrialists faced 
higher labor and raw material costs 
at a time when volume was ex- 
panding steadily. Again “buying 
ahead” assumed mountainous pro- 
portions. One after another prices 
of staples began to reflect the wide- 
spread demand, climbing swiftly. 

Gradually consumer demand be- 
gan to slow down. Huge forward 
orders placed by corporations, how- 
ever, continued to pile up inven- 
tories. The price structure weak- 
ened, then cracked open. 

‘ Record Cotton Crop. 

Cotton, with the largest crop on 
record in the offing, fell from 15 
cents a pound to roughly 7% cents 
a pound. Wheat slid more than 
one-third; from $1.50 a bushel to’ 
less than $1.

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JAPANESE ADMIRAL, 
TRANED IN U.S, DIES 


Baron Uriu, Last Survivor of 
Countrymen Graduated From 
Annapolis, Succumbs. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Nov. 11.—Admiral Baron 
Sotokichi Uriu, who was the last 
surviving Japanese graduate of 
the United States Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, died today at his 
home at Odawara, southwest of 
Tokio. He was 80 years old. 


Admiral Uriu had prominent roles 
in both the Chinese-Japanese war 
of 1894 and the Russian-Japanese 
war of 1904-5. Emperor Hirohito 
posthumously promoted him to the 
senior grade of the second court 
rank and decorated him with the 
grand cordon of the rising sun 
with Paulonia Flower. 


Admiral Uriu played an import- 
ant part in victories which estab- 
lished Japanese naval predomin- 
ance in the Far East. China’s lack 
of seapower—vital factor in Jap- 
an’s present conquests—dates from 
the destruction of the Chinese 
navy in the Chinese-Japanese war 
of 1894. Admiral Uriu was chief 
of staff of the squadron that sank 
the Chinese cruisers Tien-Yen and 
Tsin-Yen, then the largest warships 
in the Orient. 

In the Russian war Uriu’s squad- 
ron blockaded the Korean port of 
Chemulpo, Feb. 8, 1904, and sank 
two Russian warships. Uriu’s com- 
mand ‘then was convoying the first 
Japanese transports carrying troops 
for the campaigns in Manchuria. 

\Uriu was sent with two other 
young Japanese to enter Annapolis. 
He was graduated with the class of 
1881, one of the survivors of which 
is former United States Senator OC. 
E. Weller of Baltimore. On Oct. 26, 
a Tokio dispatch reported Uriu had 
endangered his life by writing, in 
defiance of his physician’s advice, 
a letter to Weller explaining Ja- 
pan’s position in the conflict with 
China. , 

In‘the summer of 1922, Admiral 
Uriu was host to his Annapolis 
classmates in a reunion in Tokio. 
Admiral Uriu’s wife was an alumna 
of Vassar, one of the first group of 
Japanese girls sent to the United 
States for schooling. She died in 
1928.

NEW RULES ADOPTED 
BY PLAN COMMISSION 


Engineer Bartholomew Objects 
to One Taking Away His 
Control of Employes. 


A set of rules for the City Plan 


Commission, 
tholomew, engineer of the commis- 


sion, thought to be part of a plan 
to “shove him around,” was adopt- 
ed by the commission, by a 6-2 vote 


bate. 

The rule to, which Bartholomew 
chiefly objected was the one pro- 
viding that the chairman of the 
commission “shall have general su- 


pervision of the conduct of the af- 
fairs of the commission and of the 
employes thereof.” In the past, the 
Engineer hag had control and selec- 
tion of the commission’s office 
force. 

Bartholomew, who was lecturing 
yesterday at the. University of Illi- 
nois, made his objections in a letter 
to Mrs. E. M. Grossman, a member 
of the commission, and in a recent 
talk with Tom Gilmartin, secretary 
of the commission, who told of the 
Engineer’s apprehension that he 
was to be “shoved around.” 

Plea for Delay Opposed. 

Mrs. Grossman urged that adop- 
tion of rules be deferred until Bar- 
tholomew could be present. Baxter 
L. Brown, president of the Board of 
Public Service, objected to this. “T 
don’t see why we can’t adopt rules 
without consulting Bartholomew,” 
he said. 

“Because,” Mrs. Grossman _  re- 
plied, “Mr. Bartholomew knows 
more about city planning than any 
of us, and has an international rep- 
utation in this work.” She read Bar- 
tholomew’s letter, In which he ob- 
jected to giving the chairman, rath- 
er than the Engineer, control of the 
commission’s employes. 

“The commission’s employes are 
technical,” Bartholomew wrote, 
“and the Engineer is the best judge 
of who should be employed, subject 
to Efficiency Board regulations.” 
He said some future chairman 
might take advantage of the new 
rule to fill the staff with political 
appointees—he had no fear that the 
present chairman, Jesse A. McDon- 
ald, would do so. 

Standing Committee Urged. 

Bartholomew also said, in his let- 
ter, that -the rules should provide 
for appointment of a standing com- 
mittee on Official Plan for the City. 
Such a committee was not includ- 
ed in the list of five standing com- 
mittees in the rules as proposed and 
adopted. The committees provided 
for in the rules are: (1) Popula- 
tion, Land Use and Zoning; (2) 
Streets and Traffic; (3) Recreation; 
(4) Public Works and City’s Ap- 
pearance; and (5) Legal. 

Building Commissioner Chartes A. 
Welsch was the only member vot- 
ing with Mrs. Grossman to defer 
consideration of the rules. The six 
voting to adopt the rules were 
Brown, President William L. Ma- 
son of the Board of Aldermen, 
Streets Director Frank J. McDevitt, 
Gregory J. Nooney, Charles H. Diel 
and Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella. Chair- 
man McDonald was not présent. 
The new rules were prepared by a 
committee headed by Felix E. 
Gunter. 

Bartholomew’s salary as Engineer 
of the commission is $4000 a year.
